Dozens of extreme right activists were 
temporarily jailed this week by police on 
charges of race discrimination and 
possession of illegal firearms as they 
prepared to host their European 
counterparts for a gathering at an 
undisclosed location this weekend in the 
Portuguese capital. This is the first gathering 
in Lisbon of groups considered racist, 
xenophobic and neo-Nazi since Portugal was 
liberated from a dictatorship 33 years ago on 
April 25, which is commemorated next 
Tuesday.

Meanwhile, local authorities 
have criticised Mr. Martins’ 
move, considering his departure 
“illegal” and a cause for regional 
“turbulence” and “instability”. 
Sources close to The Portugal 
News this week said that Mr 
Martins had in 2006 already ex- 
pressed discontent and it was a 
widely accepted certainty that he 
would not stand for re-election to 
the post he was elected to in Oc- 
tober 2003. 

Initial reports indicate that 
Mr. Martins’ sudden departure 
may be due to an affiliation with 
a “private group”, with whom he 
is set to take up a new career. 

The under-fire tourism chief, 
after saying his self-imposed 
suspension was for “personal 
reasons”, has now admitted that 
“professional considerations” 
also precipitated his sudden de- 
cision to leave the RTA. 

It has further been suggested 
that no pressure was placed at the 
RTA’s Faro HQ, and Mr Mar- 
tins unilaterally suspended his 
mandate, which was set to run 
until June when elections were to 
be held. 

However, it is the nature of his 
departure that has infuriated 
other regional entities. 

Manuel da Luz, Mayor of 
Portimao, told daily newspaper 
Correio da Manhd that the head 
of the RTA had informed him in 
an “informal conversation” that 
Helder Martins would be “going 
to work for” real estate develop- 
ers and hotel group CS Hotels. 

However, his direct replace- 
ment and understudy Jose Dias, 
whom a RTA source told The 
Portugal News is “temporary”, 
was reported as saying that 
Helder Martins has “no ties 
whatsoever, official or unofficial, 
with any private entities”. 

A concerned Elderico Viegas, 
head of AHETA - the Algarve 
Hotel and T ourist Accommoda- 


tion Association - spoke to The 
Portugal News regarding Mat- 
ins’ sudden departure. 

According to Elderico Viegas 
- who holds one of the 32 votes 
that elect RTA leaders every four 
years - Martins himself re- 
quested the suspension, a period 
of 30 days’ absence from his 
mandate, for “reasons of a per- 
sonal nature”, which is set to ter- 
minate on May 10, approxi- 
mately a month before his term 
ends. 

It is unclear whether Mr Mar- 
tins will take leave until the ter- 
mination of his mandate. 

The AHETA president con- 
siders the move “illegal” and that 
Mr. Martins’ absence could 
cause “turbulence and instabil- 
ity” for tourism in the Algarve 
with summer j ust around the cor- 


ner. 

“It’s one thing to take a holi- 
day, but another thing to suspend 
your own mandate”, Mr Viegas 
told The Portugal News. 

“Helder Martins has the re- 
sponsibility of overseeing Al- 
garve tourism - he is a key ele- 
ment”, he stressed, adding, “This 
is a situation that, in the history of 
the RTA, is completely unprec- 
edented. It is unacceptable”. 

Another of his peers, Macario 
Correia, Mayor of Tavira and 
president of AMAL - Municipal 
Association of the Algarve - 
meanwhile told The Portugal 
News, “Helder Martins will cer- 
tainly have pondered over his acts 
and must be sure of what he has 
done, knowing his rights. “How- 
ever, all that matters is that when 
the 30 days are up no unresolved 
situations are left pending”. 

The Algarve Civil Governor 
was admittedly in the dark as to 
Mr Martins’ motivations. 

“My main doubt is whether 
Helder Martins has simply sus- 
pended his mandate, or other- 
wise. I think he must have made 
this decision on Eriday the 13* 
as it is the worst possible option. 

“I understand his position, 
that there is life beyond the RTA 
and that he must make the 
choices that are best for himself 


both personally and profession- 
ally, but he has a public and pro- 
fessional image to protect and 
there has to be a more dignified 
way” to leave. 

Helder Martins had already 
made it known that it was his in- 
tention not to run for a second 
term for RTA president in the 
association’s upcoming elec- 
tions, though his sudden depar- 
ture appears not to have been 
anticipated even within his clos- 
est circles. 

T ourism and regional officials 
are now looking to the govern- 
ment to provide an answer or 
solution to this unique situation 
that was this week threatening to 
boil over and promises to remain 
a talking point for some time still. 

Mr Helder Martins said this 
week he was saddened by the 
furore created by his departure, 
arguing that his leaving has not 
paralysed the RTA and that his 
auto- suspension of his mandate 
was perfectly legal. 

The RTA, tight-lipped on the 
circumstances of Mr Martins 
walk-out last Thursday, has mean- 
while been forced by the govern- 
ment to send them areport explain- 
ing how the organisation will func- 
tion until June and clarification on 
how its chief gave no notice what- 
soever of his departure. 


In a nationwide operation, law 
enforcement authorities con- 
ducted close to a hundred house 
searches and made more than 30 
arrests as they clearly looked to 
send out a warning to extreme 
right-wingers gathering at a secret 
location in Lisbon this weekend. 

The meeting also coincides 
with the birth of Adolf Hitler 
(April 20, 1889). 

According to Jose Pinto 
Coelho, leader of the National 
Renewal Party (PNR), “police 
have made some arrests, but I 
have no idea why they have been 
made or for what reason”. 

He later said the police were 
acting on orders given by politi- 
cal parties, accusing them of “po- 
litical persecution” . 

It appears that the police ac- 
tion is centred around breaking 
the back of neo-Nazi groups who 
appear to be gaining growing 
support in Portugal. 

In recent weeks, the PNR has 
gained substantial press coverage 
after it placed a billboard at Lis- 
bon’ s busy Marques de Pombal 
circle calling for an end to immi- 
gration and suggesting immi- 
grants living and working in Por- 
tugal should be sent home. 

The party’s credibility was 
further rocked when death 
threats were issued to a group of 
well-known comedians from the 
hit television series 'Gato 
Fedorento’ who mocked their 
billboard. 

In a billboard of their own, the 
group called for “More Immigra- 
tion”, saying, “The best way to 
irritate foreigners is to force them 
to live in Portugal. With the Por- 
tuguese, we can’ t achieve a thing’ ’ . 

Ricardo Arauj o Pereira, leader 
of Gato Fedorento, later infuri- 
ated the PNR further when he 
said: “Eor once I agree with them. 
When foreign extreme-right acti v- 
ists come to Lisbon, it only 
makes sense to say, ‘Get out of 
Portugal’”. 

But Pereira has now become a 
constant target of random threats 
posted on a nationalist website. 

Not only are he and his group 
members considered traitors and 
“should be punished as such”, 
but Pereira is warned to take ex- 
tra care as “We know where your 
young daughter goes to school”. 

In the meantime, the PNR 
seems convinced the arrests this 
week were made to coincide with 
this weekend’ s international rally 
in Lisbon. 

“I believe there is a connection. 
It is rather strange that these ar- 
rests are taking place three days 
before the meeting”, argues Jose 
Pinto Coelho, adding that this 
week’ s police action could result 
in extreme-right sympathisers 


staying at home. 

Around 13 European nation- 
alist groups are expected in Lis- 
bon this weekend to celebrate 
National Youth Day, which the 
PNR says will be “One of the 
biggest nationalist events in dec- 
ades”. 

However, the British National 
Party (BNP), Austrian Ereedom 
Party (EPI) and Jean Marie Le 
Pen’ s National Eront have indi- 
cated that their representation in 
Lisbon will take place only in an 
unofficial capacity, though the 
National Eront says they did not 
receive an invitation. 

The only major party ex- 
pected to bring its leadership to 
Lisbon is Germany’s NPD 
(Nationaldemokratische Partei 
Deutschland) who said they will 
be promoting “Nationalist Activ- 
ism” in Portugal. 

The NPD is widely considered 
in democratic circles in Berlin as 
“a threat to constitutional or- 
der”, and several parties have 
been insistent in calling for its 
prohibition. 

Other groups to have con- 
firmed their presence are Spain’ s 
Alianza Nacional and Forza 
Nouva of Italy. 

In the meantime, a number of 
police forces are set to be moni- 
toring every movement of the 
attendees of the conference. 

Police have also indicated that 
security will be boosted at syna- 
gogues in the Greater Lisbon 
Area as well as the Israeli Em- 
bassy. 

At the time of the arrests of 
extreme rightwing activists, hun- 
dreds of specialists on immigra- 
tion had gathered in Lisbon to 
discuss ways of “demystifying 
erroneous opinions on migration 
from the south”. 

Around 300 delegates of the 
Paris-based International Eed- 
eration of Human Rights Leagues 
(LIDH) were in the capital until 
the weekend. 

One of the main speakers at the 
conference will be former Portu- 
guese President Ramalho Eanes 
(1976-1986) who was one of the 
army officers who overthrew 
Portugal’ s fascist dictatorship in 
1974. 

Official statistics for 2006 
show that while immigrants make 
up less than five percent of the 
Portuguese population, they are 
responsible for 7 . 1 percent of the 
nation’s wealth. 

But the PNR, despite the huge 
backlash it has faced from the Por- 
tuguese press in recent weeks, 
will not easily forget that only last 
month, viewers of RTP television 
overwhelmingly elected right- 
wing dictator Antonio de Ohveira 
Salazar as ‘Portugal’s Greatest’. 
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General strike called for May 30 



Portugal’s largest trade union on 
Wednesday called a general strike for 
May 30 to protest against the Socialist 
government’s austerity and reform 
policies, the Lusa News Agency 
reported. 


The leader of the Communist- 
oriented General Confederation 
of Portuguese Workers (CGTP), 
Manuel Carvalho da Silva, an- 
nounced the day-long action at a 
meeting of member unions in Lis- 
bon, which was expected to ap- 
prove the initiative. 

Carvalho da Silva said the gen- 
eral strike, the first since Decem- 
ber 2002, was needed to “show 
the government that it should 
change its economic and social 


policies” and employers that 
they should give up on trying to 
liberalise labour laws.

Portugal backs 
new EU rapid 
reaction border 
force 



In anticipation of yet another surge in 
the number of illegal immigrants 
attempting to cross its borders this 
summer ('see The Portugal News 
April 7 edition) Portugal last week 
supported moves by the European 
Parliament to create an emergency 
force of border guards to help tackle 
the problem. 


The force will be made up of 
military personnel from across 
the 27-nation European Union 
and will respond within 48 
hours to incidents involving il- 
legal immigrants and people 
smugglers attempting to cross 
EU external borders. 

Belgian member of the Euro- 
pean Parliament Gerard 
Deprez, congratulated Portu- 
gal, Spain, Italy, Luxembourg 
and Greece on their backing of 
the formation of the rapid reac- 
tion force. 

Championing the idea in par- 
liament, he said the EU foresees 
a force of “between 250 and 
500” border guards supplied by 
member states ’ national forces 
to work alongside the bloc’s 
existing Frontex border agency. 

Mr. Deprez emphasised that 
this would be a “strategic re- 
serve” available to Frontex and 
therefore to any EU country 
which finds itself under heavy 
pressure from incoming mi- 
grants. 

The EU Parliament will vote 
on the scheme at a plenary ses- 
sion in Strasbourg next week 
and its supporters hope that it 
will receive the necessary for- 
mal backing from all member 
states by June. 

The planned force would be 
directed to carry out identity 
controls and use appropriate 


force to tackle illegal immigrants 
at any of the EU’ s borders with 
special emphasis being concen- 
trated on southern member 
states including Portugal and 
Spain. 

The command centre will be 
based alongside the Frontex 
agency in Warsaw, which was 
set up in 2005 to coordinate the 
efforts of individual member 
states in securing the EU’s 
6,000 kilometres of external 
land borders and 85,000 kilo- 
metres of coastline. 

Frontex has been particularly 
active in the Mediterranean and 
off the coast of western Africa, 
where it mounted Operation 
Hera after more than 7,500 ille- 
gal immigrants landed on the 
Canary Islands in the first six 
months of last year. 

A new Hera operation was 
launched in February, with the 
help of air and sea resources 
from Portugal, France, Italy, 
Luxembourg and Spain in liai- 
son with the Senegalese au- 
thorities. 

If approved by the EU Par- 
liament, the new rapid reaction 
force will be deployed by the 
end of this year and is expected 
to take part in j oint training ex- 
ercises with Portuguese and 
Spanish border patrol units off 
the south Atlantic and south- 
ern Mediterranean coastlines. 
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Prisons 
allowed to 
break 
tobacco 
laws 

Despite recently-passed 
anti-smoking legislation 
forecasting a total ban on 
smoking at state buildings, 
the Minister of Justice has 
assured that smoking will 
still be allowed at prisons. 

In a press statement, the Min- 
istry explained that “the specifi- 
cations of prison establishments 
were taken into consideration and 
an exception to the law will be 
created for smokers serving 
time”. 

In accordance with the new 
law, prisons on the whole will be- 
come non-smoking establish- 
ments, though exceptions will be 
made for inmates and specially 
designated areas are set to be 
created. 

According to the Minister, these 
areas will be in selected cells, 
chambers, or in open-air areas. 

Approved on March L‘ 2007 
by the Council of Ministers, the 
new anti-smoking laws, which 
aim to protect non-smoking citi- 
zens from involuntary passive 
smoking, namely in public 
places, are yet to be debated in 
parliament. 

In order to achieve the ultimate 
goal of reducing passive smoking 
as well as consumers’ addictions, 
laws stipulating limitations on 
quantities of cigarettes that can 
be consumed in public spaces, 
the prohibition of smoking in 
covered public spaces and more 
health-related campaigns to dis- 
suade and deter smokers are to be 
introduced. 

Furthermore, the new law 
urges that tobacco should no 
longer be sold to under 1 8 ’ s. 
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Portugal steps in to resolve Congo border dispute

Former colonial powers Portugal and 
Belgium will aid Angola and Democratic 
Republic of Congo resolve a border 
dispute, the Angolan and Belgian foreign 
ministers said. 


Luanda’s Joao Miranda said 
that Portuguese and Belgian 
“technical teams” would soon 
join Angolan and Congolese 
counterparts already on the field 
along the disputed parts of An- 
gola’ s northeastern frontier, a 
rich diamond mining area. 

“There are no dates yet, as 
we’ ve just reached agreement”, 
Miranda said, adding that “other 
contacts” would be made and 
that “everything could be put in 
motion in a few weeks”. 

Visiting Belgian Foreign Min- 
ister Karel de Gucht told report- 
ers he had discussed the issue with 
Angolan President Jose Eduardo 
dos Santos at the request of Con- 
golese President Joseph Kabila, 
whom he said had asked for “the 
support” of Brussels and Lisbon. 

Belgium ruled the DR Congo 
until 1960 and Portugal Angola 
through 1975, with the two Af- 
rican countries’ lengthy shared 
borders having arisen from 1 9th 
century agreements between the 
European colonial powers. 

Luanda has repeatedly denied 
charges that arose in Kinshasa last 
month that Angolan troops had 
“invaded and occupied” several 
border villages. 

In a related story, the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Congo’ s former 


vice-president and defeated presi- 
dential candidate arrived in Portu- 
gal last week officially to receive 
medical treatment, the Eoreign 
Ministry confirmed. 

A ministry official told Lusa 
Jean-Pierre Bemba flew into 
southern Earo, where he owns a 
posh beach resort house, from 
Kinshasa, the Congolese capital, 
during the morning, accompanied 
by his wife and five children. 

Officials in Kinshasa said ear- 
lier that Bemba, 44, had been au- 
thorised to leave the DRC for 
Portugal for treatment of an old 
leg fracture, after spending sev- 
eral weeks in refuge at the S outh 
African embassy and promising 
not to engage in political activity 
from abroad. 

Reputedly one of the DRC’s 
richest men, Bemba, who lost his 
challenge to President Joseph 
Kabila in elections last year, flew 
to Portugal aboard a private 
Boeing 727. 

The DRC government had is- 
sued an arrest warrant for B emba 
on charges of high treason last 
month after his personal militia 
refused to disarm and engaged in 
heavy fighting with the army in 
Kinshasa.

DNAdata 



Plans unanimously agreed by all European Union justice and interior 
ministers last week will lead to DNA and fingerprint details of 
Portuguese citizens being stored on a database to be shared by all 
27 member states. 


Under the scheme, a police 
cooperation deal so far signed 
by Austria, Belgium, France, 
Germany, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands and Spain, will be 
extended across the whole of the 
EU, but it has not been made 
clear whether or not data on all 
EU citizens will be stored. 

Entitled the Treaty of Prum, 
after the western German 
town where it was signed in 
2005, the arrangement allows 
participating nations mutual 
and automatic access to DNA 
and fingerprint records, as well 
as car registration informa- 
tion. 

However, the plan has been 
criticised by the EU’ s data pro- 
tection watchdog - not for in- 
truding on the privacy of citi- 
zens - but for the way it has been 
put together. 


EU data protection supervisor 
Peter Hustinx told the AFP news 
agency he regretted that the pro- 
posal did not specify who ex- 
actly would be included in shared 
DNA databases. 

A general framework for data 
protection “unfortunately has 
still not been adopted,” he said. 

“That framework is needed to 
give the citizen enough protec- 
tion since this decision will make 
it much easier to exchange DNA 
and fingerprint data,” Hustinx 
added. 

The data protection agency 
wants the agreement to specify 
“the categories of persons that 
will be included in the DNA 
databases,” and to limit the pe- 
riod of time for retaining informa- 
tion. 

The watchdog also “regrets 
that it does not harmonise essen- 


tial elements of the collection 
and exchange of data”. 

Hustinx said that his office’ s 
suggestions “mainly serve to 
improve the text without modi- 
fying the system of information 
exchange itself. Clarifications 
will ensure a harmonised imple- 
mentation into national law,” 
he added. 

He also said the initiative had 
been launched without any “im- 
pact assessment”. 

In 2005 the European Com- 
mission put forward a similar 
EU policing recommendation 
but failed to gain agreement from 
all member states. Germany, 
which currently holds the EU 
six-month rotating presidency, 
has said it hopes to have an 
agreement by all 27 EU member 
states on the plan by the end of 
June. 
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Man holds up

Avelino Dias dos Santos is 
said to have taken this drastic 
action as he believed the bank 
were being unreasonable in seiz- 
ing his property. 

His outstanding debt with the 
bank was reported to be in the 
region of 1 00,000 euros, though 
Avelino Dias dos Santos argues 
his home to be worth two-and- 


half times more. 

The barricade inside the bank 
lasted about two hours before Sr 
dos Santos’s lawyer convinced 
him to give himself up . 

A bomb squad was called to 
the scene where they performed 
a controlled explosion of the suit- 
case that allegedly contained 
some sort of bomb, but which 


was later found to be non-exist- 
ent. 

On Tuesday, a day after he 
held up the Montepio bank’s 
Gaia branch, Sr dos Santos was 
released on bail, only to learn that 
his home had been sold at a pub- 
lic auction. Ironically the win- 
ning bid for the house was made 
by Montepio Geral. 


Crime - assault doubles 


Crimes such as the physical 
and sexual abuse of children rose 
markedly in 2006 when com- 
pared with the previous year, 
though acts of assault showed 
the greatest increase, almost 
doubling last year, latest figures 
by the Judicial Police (PJ) have 
shown. 

The annual PJ crime report. 


handed to the press earlier this 
week, points to 125 acts of of 
children sexually abused, up 13 
percent from 2005 statistics. 

The biggest increase, 92.5 per- 
cent, was recorded in cases of vio- 
lent assault, rising from 67 in 2005 
to 129 last year. 

Kidnapping and hostage-tak- 
ing rose 13.6 percent to 73 re- 


corded cases in 2006. Murders 
were up by 30, translating into an 
increase of 14.6 percent, while 
crimes against property also re- 
corded a slight jump. 

Despite these increases, the PJ 
says that overall, the number of 
criminal incidents it logged was 
down by 248 or 1 . 1 percent from 
2005.

The most important bilateral 
agreements, overseen by Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates and his 
Moroccan counterpart Driss 
Jetou, focused on an extradition 
accord and Portugal ’ s doubling to 
200 million euros its line of credit 
to national firms doing business 
in the North African country. 

The long negotiated extradi- 
tion accord was inked after Lis- 
bon got assurances from Rabat 
that its courts would not apply 
capital punishment or life im- 
prisonment to persons sentenced 
after being extradited from Por- 
tugal, where those forms of pun- 
ishment are prohibited. 

The two delegations also 
signed accords in the fields of en- 
vironment, public works, culture 
and transport, including one end- 
ing tariffs on overland transport 
vehicles. 

Lisbon and Rabat also agreed 
to set up a joint commission by 
2009 to oversee the rehabilitation 


of Portuguese historical sites, 
primarily fortresses, on the Mo- 
roccan coast. 

Socrates, who arrived in Rabat 
Monday, was accompanied to 
the ninth annual bilateral summit 
by his ministers of foreign af- 
fairs, economy, public works and 
transport, environment and by 
the state secretary for justice. 

Beyond his meetings with 
Jetou, Socrates was also sched- 
uled to pay a courtesy call on King 
Mohammed VI Tuesday before 
returning to Lisbon. 

Parallel to the summit, a bilat- 
eral business seminar, with the par- 
ticipation of about 30 Portuguese 
firms, took place in Casablanca. 

About 130 Portuguese com- 
panies operate in Morocco. 

In recent years, some Portu- 
guese businesses, especially in 
the traditional clothing and shoe 
manufacturing sectors, have 
transferred production facilities 
to Morocco. 


Portugal’s 

pharmaceutical prices 
among lowest in Europe 

The results of a survey published last week show that the 
price of pharmaceutical products in Portugal is among the 
lowest in the old 15 European Union member states.

While Eritrea, South 
Korea, Denmark and 
Portugal apparently have 
little in common, they 
have been joined 
together in a report 
published this week by 
the World Bank which 
says they have the most 
expensive fuel in the 
world. 

In 2006, says the World 
Bank report, one litre of 
unleaded fuel was being sold 
at an average cost of 1 .56 dol- 
lars, higher than Germany or 
Finland. 

On the other hand, Spain 
charged its citizens 1.15 dol- 
lars for a litre of unleaded fuel. 

Atthe bottom end of the scale 
is Venezuela, where Hugo 
Chavez’ s government charges 
motorists a mere 30 cents 
(U.S.) for every litre of fuel. 


Price data for a total of 1 8 1 dif- 
ferent pharmaceutical products 
were collected inNovember 2006, 
as part of a more general survey 
on health goods and services by 
the European Union’s official 
statistics office Eurostat. 

The prices represented the full 
market price of a product. In 
many cases, households pay only 
part of the price of a product, 
while governments cover the rest 
of the cost through social secu- 
rity schemes. 

The survey is therefore not a 
reflection of what households 
pay out of their pocket but the 
total cost of pharmaceutical prod- 
ucts to society, including those 
purchased out of private health 
insurance schemes. 

The products selected by the 
survey were among the best-sell- 
ing drugs across the old 15 EU 
member states and included anti- 
inflammatory, pain killing, respi- 
ratory, laxative and blood pres- 
sure medicines. 

A distinction was made be- 
tween “original” drugs, which 
are those that are or have been 
covered by apatent, and “generic” 
drugs, which are copies of origi- 
nal drugs that are produced after 
the patent has expired. Seventy 
five per cent of the 1 8 1 products 
were original drugs and 25 per 
cent generic. 

On a scale of 100, represent- 


ing the average price of the prod- 
ucts in the old 15 EU members 
states, Portugal scored 94 points 
finishing in eleventh position as 
the cheapest country in which to 
purchase pharmaceutical drugs. 

The most expensive member 
state proved to be Germany, 
which racked up 128 points fol- 
lowed by Denmark on 1 2 1. 

Ireland was the third most ex- 
pensive country notching up 1 1 9 
points with Italy close behind on 
118. The fifth most expensive 
member state was Einland regis- 
tering 111 points followed by the 
Netherlands with 109. 

Purchasing the drugs in Brit- 
ain worked out slightly cheaper 
than in Portugal with the British 
paying 93 per cent of the average 
EU price. 

The cheapest old 1 5 EU mem- 
ber states in which to buy phar- 
maceutical products are Spain 
and Belgium where the cost of 
drugs are 77 and 72 per cent re- 
spectively of the EU average. 

The average prices of the 1 8 1 
drugs featured in the survey were 
collected from centralised infor- 
mation systems, ministries of 
health, supervising bodies for the 
pharmaceutical industry and as- 
sociations of pharmacists. 
Eurostat officials also confirmed 
these prices by personally visit- 
ing pharmacies in the old 1 5 EU 
member states. 
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Tourism wiping out 
Portugal’s wildlife 

More than half of Portugal’s wildlife has come under threat of extinction since the country 
joined the European Union and started to pump billions of euros into developing its 
tourist industry, BBC Radio 4 listeners heard last week. 


Environmental groups inter- 
viewed during the programme, 
expressed concern over the de- 
struction of Portugal’s natural 
habitat and called for the govern- 
ment to take the necessary meas- 
ures to rectify the problem. 

The Portuguese Institute of 
Nature Conservation supplied a 
list of all the animal species that 
are either in grave danger or on the 
brink of extinction - the total 
amounted to nearly half of the 
country’s wildlife. 

Eduardo Goncalves of the 
World Wildlife Eund said the 
threat has come from the impact 
of years of intensive develop- 
ment, funded by grants from the 
European Union. 

“Portugal became a democ- 
racy in the mid-1970s and then 
j oined the European Union in the 
mid-1980s - and that brought a 
lot of inward investment,” Mr. 
Goncalves told the BBC’s One 
Planet programme. 

“All of that money has been 
plunged into roads and dams, and 
things haven’ t been planned very 
carefully,” he added. 

Listeners heardhow since 1986, 
when Portugal j oined the EU, there 
has been a marked increase in for- 
est fires, dams and abandonment 
of farming. They were also in- 
formed that “Portugal’ s ecological 
footprint is now higher than maj or 


economic powerhouses like Japan 
and Germany and were all nations 
to use resources at the same rate as 
Portugal, then three planets would 
be required”. 

According to Mr. Goncalves, 
“the Algarve mountains above 
what is now a massive tourist 
area, were once one of the most 
biologically rich areas of Portu- 
gal, home to the Iberian lynx - the 
world’ s most endangered big cat 
- as well as Iberian and Bonelli 
eagles. The population of these 
species are now literally] ust a few 
individuals each”. 


The SOS Lynx group told the 
programme that there are no 
“resident lynx left in Portugal 
owing to a decline in rabbit 
populations on which the lynx 
fed”. This has been triggered by 
building developments across a 
whole swathe of the Algarve’s 
natural habitat, the group said. 

Swallowtail, Red Admiral and 
Mallow Skipper butterflies have 
also fallen victim to the veritable 
concrete jungle now spreading 
throughout the Algarve, said 
Marchal Eelgueiras, director of 
the A Rocha environment group. 


‘Miracle’ baby dies 


A baby bom through an emer- 
gency caesarean after its mother 
was knocked down and killed in 
a tragic road accident last week 
in Almancil by a foreign resi- 
dent, has also died after spend- 
ing 48 hours in a coma. 

Hospital spokespersons 
confirmed the baby’s death, 
which occurred after the new- 
born emerged from his coma. 

The birth was deemed a 
‘miracle’ after the unborn ba- 
by ’ s mother was killed during 
a hit-and-run incident last 
week. 

Despite failing to save the 37- 


year- woman, who was in a state 
of cardiac arrest when the 
paramedics arrived at the scene, 
doctors fought to keep her body 
functioning in the hope of sav- 
ing the unborn infant. 

Also bom in a state of cardiac 
arrest, the baby survived a two- 
day coma, though subse- 
quently died last Eriday. 

The driver, a 40-year-old for- 
eign resident in Portugal and 
who had fled the scene of the 
crime, has since been identified 
and detained by police. 

He is presently under home 
arrest.

EU tourists giving ireland the cold shoulder 

A major water crisis has left scores of people ill and tens of 
thousands at risk from contamination in Galway - Ireland’ s third 
largest city on the country ’ s west coast. The crisis has led to the 
cancellation of thousands of holiday bookings by would-be tour- 
ists from other EU countries and the United States, according to 
the AFP news agency. Galway ’ s water supply has been hit by an 
outbreak of the parasite cryptosporidiun, with 170 people now 
confirmed to be infected by a serious stomach bug as a result. 
Doctors have warned that the parasite could be life threatening, 
especially to young children, the elderly and people with low 
immune systems. Tests found that the city" s water supply con- 
tains nearly 60 times more than the safe limit of Cryptosporidium 
pollution. Residents have been unable to drink or use water for 
food preparation for weeks and have complained that the local 
authorities are not supplying free clean water. In 2006 the govern- 
ment handed over 21 million euros to Galway’ s town hall to com- 
pletely revamp the city’ s water system - but to date nothing has 
been spent on the project. 

Germany top EU polluter 

EU Environment Commissioner Stavros Dimas has insisted that 
Germany, the current holder of the rotating EU presidency, must 
do more to protect the environment. Each German produces 10 
tonnes of carbon dioxide a year by way of heating, lighting, trans- 
portation and domestic appliances, compared to seven tonnes in 
France. “The EU’ s aims on climate protection cannot be realised 
unless Germany, the biggest economy in Europe, is on board,” 
Dimas told the Germany daily Die Welt. Germany has a strong 
car industry and its motorways are among the few in the world 
that have no general speed limit - a factor that makes for high lev- 
els of pollution by motor vehicles. “Germany must reduce its 
emissions to between 60 and 80 per cent. There is an urgent need 
for a revolutionary change in energy consumption, whether in the 
economic sector or in society,” ex-German environment minister 
Klags Topfer told the newspaper. 

Slovakia headed for Eurozone 

Slovakia’ s economy is on track for further growth and should 
meet adoption criteria for the euro in early 2009, the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) said Mon- 
day. “Slovakia is well positioned to meet the conditions for euro 
adoption in 2009,” OECD General secretary Angel Gurria told a 
Bratislava news conference. “Eurozone criteria for public defi- 
cit, overall debt and inflation appeared to be in reach without prob- 
lems,” he added. Adoption of the euro will likely lead to a sharp 
fall in interest rates, sparking an economic boom and bust cycle 
the OECD warned. However, analysts are predicting that the 
government’ s long-term budget reform measures should enable it 
to avoid sharp economic peaks and troughs. 

EU fishing farce 

The European Commission last Monday slammed its fishing 
industry for using banned drift nets and inaccurately reporting 
catch sizes. A Commission spokeswoman said that laws stipu- 
lating how long fishing vessels can remain at sea were also being 
flaunted. EU member states were criticized for failing to use sat- 
ellite-based monitoring systems to determine the quantity of fish 
being caught. Brussels complained that it was “impossible to make 
accurate comparisons between the member states’ performance 
using the information provided,” with some countries submit- 
ting one-page reports while others ran to over 100 pages. The 
spokeswoman admitted that Europe’s fishing industry had be- 
come a law unto itself and was fast turning EU regulations de- 
signed to protect endangered marine species into a farce. 

More EU funding transparency 

With the revelation of a police investigation into bribery and 
corruption in the awarding of EU funds, the European Commis- 
sion said last week it is about to announce a modernised set of 
rules for the EU’ s financial frameworkfor 2007 to 201 3 . Brussels 
has pledged to implement new rules offering greater transparency 
and accountability, with a stipulation that the names of all the 
beneficiaries of EU funds should now be made public. At the same 
time, smaller businesses will benefit from easier access to funding 
and less red tape. With the launch of a new generation of EU fund- 
ing programmes totalling 975 billion euros over a seven year pe- 
riod, the effectiveness of EU spending and protection of taxpay- 
ers ’ interests are paramount, a Commission spokesman told j our- 
nalists in Brussels. 
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For the third time in as many 
days, European Commission 
President Durao Barroso empha- 
sised the need for a European 
Constitution while addressing 
MPs in the Portuguese Parlia- 
ment. 

His speech re-echoed similar 
sentiments he had expressed dur- 
ing talks with government offi- 
cials in Germany, Finland and 
Belgium prior to his visit to Lis- 
bon. 

He told Portuguese MPs that 
he would like to see a new Euro- 
pean Union constitution in place 
from 2009. 

“The aim is to have a new treaty 
in 2009, before the next European 
Parliament elections,” he said. 

He went on to emphasise the 
need for all EU member states to 
back the treaty by saying: “The 
starting point of this new treaty 
should be the text already signed 
by all member states and ratified 
by 18 countries”. 

The text has been in political 
limbo since its rejection during 
referendums in France and the 
Netherlands in 2005. 

But German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel, whose country 
currently holds the six-month 
rotating presidency of the EU, 
has called for an inter-govemmen- 
tal conference to be set up in June 
to start preparing a new treaty. 

Barroso said he hoped this 
conference would be convened as 
soon as possible, adding: “If in 
July, we can establish an ambi- 
tious calendar to draw up a new 
treaty, that would already be a big 
step”. 

The former Portuguese prime 
minister said he would come to 
Portugal, which takes over the 
EU presidency from Germany in 
June, to “launch the inter-gov- 
ernmental conference” with the 
support of the European Com- 
mission. 

Barroso added that European 
heads of state should specify the 
principal themes of the new text 
at their summit in June, before 
getting involved in its detail. 

“A large part of the treaty’s 
content should be kept and it is 
important not to reopen too 
many questions,” he concluded.

Portugal wants 
the escudo back 



A survey conducted by British NGO think 
tank Open Europe, has found that 60 
percent of Portuguese would readily 
convert their euros back to escudos if they 
were given the choice. 


Out of the 1 3 Eurozone coun- 
tries using the single European 
monetary unit, Portugal’ s nostal- 
gia for its previous currency is 
only outdone by the Greeks, 
where seven in ten citizens said 
they wanted their drachmas back 
at the expense of the euro. 

In Portugal, while nine percent 
had no opinion on the matter, 
only 31 percent said they were 
satisfied with the common Euro- 
pean currency. 

The average ‘dissatisfaction 
rate’ in the Eurozone is 49 per- 
cent, with only Germany (54 
percent) and Spain (5 1 percent) 
joining Portugal and Greece 
above the benchmark figure. 

The most satisfied Europeans 
are the Irish, where 77 percent are 
content with the euro, followed 
by Slovenia, Luxembourg and 
Finland, who all share a positive 
approval rating of 59 percent. 

The euro was officially 


launched in 1 999, entering circu- 
lation three years later. 

Currently, Portugal, Greece, 
Germany, Spain, the Nether- 
lands, Austria, Italy, Belguim, 
France, Finland, Luxembourg, 
Ireland and Slovenia are the 1 3 EU 
member states that use the euro. 

Open Europe, which con- 
ducted the survey in March, also 
asked the citizens of the 14 non- 
EU member states who still use 
their national currencies if they 
would vote in favour of changing 
to the euro if given the option to 
do so in a referendum. 

The ‘Yes’ vote only out- 
weighed the ‘No’ vote in three 
states, Denmark (by a two per- 
cent margin), Malta (five percent) 
and Romania (nine percent). 

Britons were by far the great- 
est opponents of the single cur- 
rency, with 77 percent against 
ditching the pound, while only 1 9 
percent were in favour.

Timor ballot on hold over fraud allegations 



East Timor’s top electoral officials said they had detected “very grave irregularities” in the counting of 
ballots from last Monday’s presidential election and might recommend a repeat vote in some areas 
before the expected runoff poll. 


The vote counting in Dili, the 
capital, was a “disaster” and 
“very difficult situations” had 
also been detected in three oth- 
ers of the country’ s 1 3 districts in 
the ongoing tallying of ballots, 
the spokesman for the National 
Elections Commission (CNE) 
told a news conference. 

Spokesman Eather Martinho 
Gusmao said the CNE was con- 
sidering recommending a repeat 
vote in some areas ahead of the 
runoff poll set for May 8. 

“The runoff could have any of 
the (eight) candidates”, Gusmao, 
a Catholic priest, said. 


On Wednesday, with about 70 
percent of ballots from Mon- 
day’s election counted, the CNE 
announced that provisional par- 
tial results showed Parliament 
Speaker Erancisco Guterres, the 
candidate of the dominant 
ERETILIN party, in first place 
with 28.7 percent. 

Prime Minister Jose Ramos 
Horta, a political independent, 
had 22.6%, followed by Demo- 
cratic Party candidate Eernando 
Araujo with 18.5 percent. 

The CNE official said that 
provisional final results would be 
presented to the country’s high

Bilateral relations would also 
be on the table in Pretoria, the 
ministry said, including Lisbon’ s 
financing of Portuguese language 
programmes for some 11,000 
students in South Africa, home 
to one of the largest Portuguese 
expatriate communities in the 
world and also to many 
Lusophone African immigrants. 

Portugal has made the Europe- 
Africa summit, an initiative that 
was aborted in 2003 because of 
EU sanctions against the Zimba- 
bwean regime of President 
Robert Mugabe, a foreign policy 
“priority” of its upcoming six- 
month stint at the EU helm. 


Analysts noted that Amado ’s 
trip to Pretoria came on the heels 
of the Southern African Devel- 
opment Community (SADC) 
having tapped South African 
President Thabo Mbeki as its 
regional point man to press 
Mugabe into opening dialogue 
with his political opposition. 

A recently-renewed crack- 
down by Harare authorities 
against oppositionists led to 
the EU’ s extending and tough- 
ening its sanctions against the 
regime. 

Lisbon, analysts said, is keen 
to see some internal discussions 
in Zimbabwe in hopes that the 
crisis will not again develop into 
a stumbling block for the planned 
two-continent summit. 

Minister Amado had travelled 
to South Africa from Mozam- 
bique, where he held two days of 
diplomatic and aid talks with 
Maputo officials. TPN/Lusa 


Barroso backs EU- 
US missile shield 



Speaking in Brussels last week, 
European Commission chief Durao 
Barroso said he fully backed United 
States plans to set up a missile defence 
system in European Union member 
states Poland and the Czech Republic. 


He said that Germany’s De- 
fence Minister Franz- Josef Jung, 
whose country holds the EU’s 
six-month rotating presidency, 
had his full support in trying to 
allay Russia’s fears over the 
project. 

Prior to Mr. Barroso’ s com- 
ments, the German defence min- 
ister had addressed the European 
Parliament’ s foreign affairs com- 
mittee saying that the planned 
defence system was “aimed at 
protecting populations”. 

Questioned about the wisdom 
of the United States intention to 
install part of the anti-missile 
shield in Poland and the Czech 
Republic, Jung replied: “I think 
it is good that in NATO, as with 
the NATO-Russia council, we 
are working together to assuage 
possible doubts”. 

But some members of the Ger- 
man cabinet have questioned 
both B arroso and Jung ’ s support 
for the scheme arguing that it 
might sour relations between the 
EU and Moscow. 

Jung said that it was important 
for the European Commission, 
under Barroso’ s leadership, “to 
work on a partnership basis with 
Russia” on the matter and to reach 
an agreement with Moscow “for 


the protection of populations, for 
European populations in par- 
ticular”. 

The United States has asked 
the Czech Republic to accom- 
modate a radar system and Poland 
to house interceptor rockets as 
part of its missile defence plans. 

Washington insists that the 
anti-missile shield is intended as 
protection against attacks from 
“rogue states” such as Iran. It 
points out that the proposed 
system would be “useless against 
Russia’ s vast weapons arsenal”. 

But Russia’s President 
Vladimir Putin has said it would 
spark a new arms race and that it 
is a needless distraction from the 
fight against terrorism. 

“Why is it necessary to put 
military infrastructure on our 
border? It’ s hardly connected to 
today’s global threats. What is 
the real threat? Terrorism,” Putin 
told a security conference in 
Munich last month. 

Remarks that drew a concilia- 
tory response from Barroso who 
said that every diplomatic effort 
should be made to prevent Iran 
from equipping itself with nuclear 
arms and that Europe, Russia, the 
US and China must work together 
to achieve such an objective.

Portugal’s poorest get 
€1 benefits raise 



The 603,21 9 people in Portugal who earn under €2,785.02 a year can 
look forward to an average one euro increase in their monthly benefit 
cheques the government issues to aid the country’s poorer families. 


The increase was published 
in the Government Gazette 
(Didrio da Republica) this week 
and will come into force this 
May. 

The increase in benefits for 
families was upped by between 


2.6 and 3.1 percent and will 
come into effect next month in- 
cluding back payments from 
January onwards. 

In Portugal, families with mi- 
nor children that earn up to a 
maximum of €28,000 a year are 


entitled to benefits. 

The increases also cover ar- 
eas of family well-being, such as 
the payment of funerals. With 
these latest increases, families 
will now receive 203,76 euros 
from the state to pay funerals. 


Lisbon, Algiers sign 
financial accords 


Portugal and Algeria have 
signed an accord for Lisbon to 
aid Algiers in reforming its 
bank, insurance and stock ex- 
change sectors, the Portu- 
guese Finance Ministry an- 


nounced. 

The ministry, in a statement 
published by the Lusa News 
Agency, said the bilateral agree- 
ment would ease financial and 
commercial relations between 


the two Mediterranean coun- 
tries at a time when Algeria is 
implementing financial re- 
forms aimed to firm up insti- 
tutional “transparency and ef- 
ficiency”. 


Alternatives to Holiday Let 
Licensing 

Part 1 - Keeping 
your Habitation 
Licence

This is the first in a four part series examining 
different alternatives to Holiday Let Licensing: 

1 ) Keeping your Habitation Licence 

2) Organising under “RAU”

This Spring, for the third con- 
secutive year, inspectors from 
''Autoridade de Seguranga 
Alimentar e Economica ” 
(ASAE), have fined Agents and 
Owners for holiday let related 
activities. The licensing issue 
continues to generate contro- 
versy and confusion amongst 
Owners wanting to rent their 
properties to holidaymakers 
and Agents wishing to serve this 
growing need. 

Y et most people fail to grasp 
that the essence of the dispute 
lies in the type of property us- 
age registration, rather than the 
actual licensing of the activity 
itself. The central issue in ques- 
tion is as follows: Is the prop- 
erty registered and authorised 
for residential (habitation) or 
commercial purposes (tour- 
ism ) ? 

It should come as no surprise 
that in a country such as Portu- 
gal, tourist related activities are 
normally seen as commercial in 
nature, particularly when part 
of a tourist development. In a 
holiday complex with beach, 
golf, tennis, and swimming 
pools surrounded by a hotel, 
townhouses, apartments and 
villas, each of these accommo- 
dation options has an identical 
“commercial” purpose: tour- 
ism. 

On the other hand, a housing 
development (urbanizagdo) 
with a clearly stated purpose of 
providing living quarters for its 
residents may also have desig- 
nated commercial areas for 
shops, restaurants or cafes. 


Nevertheless, the dwellings of the 
development are clearly “zoned” 
residential and non-permanent 
inhabitants such as holidaymak- 
ers are by no means excluded from 
being considered part-time resi- 
dents, however short their stay 
might be. 

For a property to be required 
to have a specific license when 
letting to tourists, it must be con- 
sidered part of a tourist devel- 
opment C'Empreendimento 
Turistico”) and deemed to be a 
Complementary Element to 
Tourist Lodging, engaged in the 
activity of providing tourist lodg- 
ing services as defined in the leg- 
islation. Outside of these param- 
eters, lets to holidaymakers fall 
under the General Renting Law 
(Regime de Arrendamento 
Urbano - “RAU”) and follow 
basic norms of standard rental 
activities, with the notable ex- 
ception that no minimum rental 
period is stipulated in the legis- 
lation, nor is a written contract 
required when lets are for less 
than 6 months. 

If your letting is more commer- 
cial in nature rather than residen- 
tial, a third option maybe appro- 
priate: “Hospedagem” (Guest 
House). In this case, you may 
need this property licence which 
permits both private use as well 
as commercial tourist lets. The 
type of property licence is de- 
fined in local Council legislation 
and will vary from township to 
township. 

None of these three options 
addresses fully the actual activ- 
ity practised by most owners: 


letting of “Self-Catering” vil- 
las and apartments. Given this 
basic inadequacy in the legisla- 
tion, it should not come as a 
surprise that the “ASAE” in- 
spectors have their own narrow 
reading of legislation that often 
disregards not only the funda- 
mental aspects of the Law but 
also confuses central license 
issues of the economic activity 
that they allegedly are trying to 
regulate. Therefore the contro- 
versy. 

However, if owners are 
guilty of other flagrant compli- 
ance violations (such as no Por- 
tuguese income tax declaration 
(“IRS”), as is sometimes the 
case), threatened Agents and 
Owners may have difficulty 
mounting a proper defence and 
refuting the possible misinter- 
pretation of the statutes.

Nightspots fined overmusic rights 


Dozens of Lisbon’ s favour- 
ite night spots, including 
nightclubs, restaurants, discos 
and bars, have been subject to 
legal action for not having pur- 
chased the required licenses 
from music authorities who 
hold the rights in Portugal to 
play recorded music in public 
places. 

Formed by phonogram pro- 
ducing representatives 
Audiogest and artist repre- 
senting company GDA, 
Passamusica is responsible for 
issuing documentation in Por- 
tugal for recorded songs to be 
played in public places. 

Amongst the first lot of tar- 
geted establishments are well- 
known haunts in Lisbon such 
as the Plateau disco, owned by 
Pedro Luz; Kapital, which be- 
longs to the Rocha brothers; 
Amo-te Chiado, belonging to 
TV personality Pedro Miguel 
Ramos; Spanish restaurant 
chain Lizarran, and the 
Steakhouse restaurant, next to 


the Cais do Sodre station. 

It is thought that by the end 
of the month more than 60 ven- 
ues from all over Portugal will 
be asked to pay fines for not 
having the necessary paper- 
work. 

Passamusica’ s main objec- 
tive is to draw awareness to es- 
tablishments who use music as 
their main source of entertain- 
ment, to legalize their situation 
and avoid usurpation of au- 
thor’s rights. The entity has 
implemented licensing to pro- 
tect artist and author’ s rights, 
and, in total, the fines will 
amount to thousands of euros. 

According to Miguel 
Carreta, of Passamusica, 
“since the end of 2006 more 
than 37,000 establishments 
have been contacted to fore- 
warn them of these legalities”. 

During the next three to five 
years, Passamusica is ex- 
pected to make some 10-12 
million euros from non-legal- 
ised nightspots.

event in Oeiras, which will in- 
clude plays, musicals, games 
and seminars. 

Famous footballers and other 
celebrities will also be making 
cameos at what has been titled 
‘My First Festival’ . 

Artur Mendes, manager of 
events organization company 
Elec3city, who are the World 
Festival’ s main promoters, ex- 
plained the concept behind the 
idea; “We want to make chil- 
dren’s dreams come true by 
uniting, in a big, fabulous space 
like Parque dos Poetas, all of the 
most famous imaginary charac- 


ters”. 

“It will be a moment of high 
emotion that will be memorable 
to children of all ages”, he con- 
cluded.

Tunnel will 
open on April 
25th, says 
Lisbon Mayor 

Lisbon Mayor Carmona Rodrigues has 
announced thatthehighiy-anticipated opening 
of the new Marques tunnel will take place next 
week, on April 25*, more than two years after 
the initially-predicted date. 



Only one of the tunnel’ s ex- 
its, leading to avenue Antonio 
Augusto de Aguiar, remains to 
be completed. 

Its completion is dependant 
on a 1 00-metre extension to av- 
enue Fontes Pereira de Melo, 
which has yet to be excavated. 
This particular stretch will not 
be completed until structural 
reinforcement works take place 
on the subway ’ s Y ello w Line in 
order for the excavations to 
continue. 

However controversy has 
surged after a city hall left-bloc 
councillor deemed the tunnel 
“very dangerous” and warned 
that “whilst in the tunnel, driv- 
ers must circulate very 
slowly”. 

Before being elected a city 


hall councillor, former lawyer 
Luis Jose Sa Fernandes insti- 
gated a lawsuit to suspend 
works on the tunnel, consider- 
ing it to be ‘illegal’. 

One of the councillor’ s main 
concerns relates to the tunnel’ s 
angle of inclination. 

“All communitarian guide- 
lines state that an inclination of 
more than 1 0 per cent is danger- 
ous”, he said, recommending 
that “drivers should not exceed 
a maximum speed of 30 kilome- 
tres per hour” inside the infra- 
structure, despite the maximum 
speed being set at 50 kilometres 
per hour. 

Councillor Sa Fernandes did, 
however, admit that if he were 
invited to the tunnel’ s inaugura- 
tion, he would attend.

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Algarve real 
estate swindlers 
arrested in Lisbon 

Four individuals, thought 
to be part of an international 
network whose main aetivity 
is allegedly purehasing real 
estate with bogus bank loans 
granted through fake docu- 
mentation, were arrested in 
Lisbon last week. 

Upon their arrest, the indi- 
viduals, aged between 36 and 
5 5 years of age, were found to 
be in possession of phoney 
documents. 

It is believed the four sus- 
pects have already completed 
three real estate transactions 
in Quarteira, Albufeira and 
Lagos, having duped the 
banks involved out of an esti- 
mated 900,000 euros. 

The suspects were alleg- 
edly preparing to initiate simi- 
lar transactions in Cascais and 
Estoril. 

After contacting the own- 
ers of the respective proper- 
ties and the banks, the 
fraudsters would then report- 
edly show false documenta- 
tion to obtain loans and prop- 
erty transferrals. 

After a six-month investi- 
gation police officials finally 
managed to identify the sus- 
pects and carry out the re- 
spective arrests. 



Silver Anniversary celebrated 
with giant Cataplana 

A mega-Cataplana made 
with 40 kilos of clams and 
40 kilos of pork meat was 
created to celebrate the 
25*^ anniversary of the 
Irene Rolo foundation in 
Tavira. 

Organised by the Alcatruz 
culinary group, with the sup- 
port of the local town hall, the 
event took place in the Coreto 
gardens in Tavira’ s historical 
area, next to the Gilao River. 

More than 200 people en- 
joyed the mega- meal, which 
also comprised 20 kilos of to- 
matoes, 1 0 kilos of onions, 800 
grams of garlic, four litres of 
olive oil and a kilo of coriander. 

It took over two hours to pre- 
pare and cook, and was served 
to the eagerly awaiting public at 
approximately 14h00 in the af- 
ternoon. 

Amongst the hungry crowds 
were tourists and foreign resi- 
dents, who enjoyed the free 
treat with locally-made bread 
and various fruit juices. 



Police clamp down on 
illegal activities in 
Southern Portugal 


Thirty-six people were arrested 
during atwo-part police sweep last 
weekend that took place through- 
outthe entire Algarve andAlentejo 
regions and targeteda wide-spread 
range ofillegalities. 

Bars and othernight venues, cars 
and markets were the three main 
targets scrutinised in ‘Operation 
Flutuante’ (loosely translated as 
‘Floating Operation’ ), which took 
place between last Friday after- 


noon and Sunday. 

Of the 36 arrests, 60 percent 
concemroad-related incidents, in- 
cluding excessive alcohol and driv- 
ing without the required paper- 
work. Goods lorries were checked 
at borders, as were immigrants, 
who were approached throughout 
the operation for necessary resi- 
dency permits. 

Twenty-eight foreigners were 
given warnings to legalise their stay 


in Portugal, 312 fines were issued, 
13,5 grams ofhashish were seized, 
along with 0,25 grams of cannabis, 
1 1 kilos of baby eels and respec- 
tive fishing apparatus, 15,542 
items of clothing, and 5 ,686 coun- 
terfeit CD’s and DVD ’ s . 

Seven hundred and fifty mem- 
bers of the GNR andFiscal brigade 
were involved in the operation, 
which fiirther saw the arrest of nu- 
merous individuals fortax evasion. 


Police eliminate drug 
‘Supermarket’ in Vale Judeu 


A drug-combat intervention 
carried out by Faro GNR police 
saw officials search over 1 00 ve- 
hicles last weekend in anotorious 
area ofLoule, V ale Judeu, known 
for being a place of intense drug 
trafficking. 

According to police, of the 112 
vehicles searched, “seven citi- 
zens of various nationalities” 
were detained, two ofwhich were 
arrested for drink-driving. 

When breathalysed, one 50- 
year-old driver showed a test re- 
sult of 2,06 grams of alcohol per 
litre ofblood, whilst another 45- 
year-old individual showed are- 
sult of 1,66. 

The legal limit is 0.5 grams. 


The intervention culminated 
with the identification of 192 
drug-using citizens, who will 
soonbepresentedtotheCommit- 
tee for Drugs Dissuasion in F aro. 

Approximately four thousand 
doses ofheroin, cocaine andhash- 
ish were also seized during the 
raid. Last weekend’ s intervention 
was the final step of three months 
of operations carried outthrough- 
out that particular region of 
Louie. Previous dmgs and traf- 
ficking efforts in Vale Judeuhave 
resulted in numerous detentions. 

Since the beginning of 2007, 
officials have seized 25,270 
doses ofhashish, 1,340 doses of 
heroin, and 72 doses of cocaine. 


Car crash 
kills child of 
six 

A six-year-old child was killed 
and three people injured as the 
result of a car crash by the Quatro 
Estradas junction on the notori- 
ous EN125. 

According to police the car 
was travelling in the direction 
Albufeira - F aro at around 09h00 
Sunday morning when it swerved 
off the road. 

The child was killed and three 
other passengers were injured 
and immediately transported to 
Faro district hospital. 

Attending the incident were 1 6 
members of the Louie firebrigade 
and GNR officers. 


Immigration oflBcials substitute 
GNR for maritime controls 


Visitors arriving in Portugal 
via boat and anywhere along the 
Algarve coastline will now be 
supervised by immigration and 
border control officials (SEF - 
Servi 90 de Estrangeiros e 
Fronteiras) as opposed to the 
GNR’s Fiscal Brigade (BF), 
following a recent handover of 


competencies. 

In 1 997 the maritime frontiers 
of Lagos and Vilamoura were 
handed over to SEF, a transaction 
that has recently been completed 
with regional entirety after a 
boosting of SEF human re- 
sources. 

Fifty new SEF officials have 


been allocated to the ports of F aro 
and Olhao, a further 1 4 have been 
assigned to Portimao, and 15 to 
the shared post ofVila Real S anto 
Antdnio and Tavira. 

The border control ’ s organism 
was further reinforced with two 
new jeeps, four vehicles and new, 
modem IT systems. 


This handover comes as part 
of a shuffle to re-organise andre- 
stmcture safety forces nation- 
wide. 

Other changes involve Monte 
Gordo being handed over from 
PSP (Public Safety Police) pro- 
tection to the GNR (National 
Republican Guard), as are the 
areas of Pechao (Olhao) and 
Santa Maria (Lagos).

Thousands of garments of counterfeit 
clothing estimated to be worth over 
125,000 euros were seized by GNR in Vila 
Nova de Cacela, near Vila Real de Santo 
Antonio earlier this week during what was 
the largest police crackdown on markets 
in the Algarve this year. 

Along with the items of cloth- 
ing, thousands of DVD’s and 
CD ’ s were also seized and 1 9 in- 
dividuals were identified and 
subject to legal action. 

Despite protests from market 
traders that the police presence 
was “ruining business”, officials 
raided the stalls and confiscated 
large amounts of goods that were 
intended for sale through author- 
ised outlets only. 

Abandoned goods were found 
in bins, and only a handful of trad- 
ers presented necessary paper- 
work authorising the sale of their 
wares. 

The sweep took place from 
1 IhOO until 14h30 and saw 130 


officers participate, from the 
F aro, Olhao and Albufeira GNR 
regiments. Elements of the Lis- 
bon intervention police core 
were also on hand.

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The remarkable Boa Esperanga 

Portugal is recognised for having carried out some of the worid’s greatest expiorations of discovery, with 
the Portuguese saiiors renowned fortheirsuperior skiiis in seamanship. 
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The maj or voyages of discov- 
ery were inspired in the 1 5* cen- 
tury by Henry the Navigator - 
Infante Dom Henrique - who in- 
stigated a school of navigation in 
Sagres that was staffed by bril- 
liant cartographers, astronomers 
and navigators chosen from 
throughout Europe. During his 
lifetime - 13 94 to 1460 -Madeira 
in 1419, the Azores in 1427 and 
the Cape Verde Islands in 1457 
were all discovered and colonised 
and the exploration of the west 
coast of Africa took place. 

After Henry ’ s death V asco da 
Gama reached India in 1497 with 
Pedro Alvares Cabral discover- 
ing Brazil in 1 500 with these mari- 
time breakthroughs leading to 
new trade routes.

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The notion that the voters might 
punish a candidate for not own- 
ing a gun would seem simply bi- 
zarre in most jurisdictions, but it 
is a serious political reality in the 
United States. That’ s why hardly 
anybody in the US is using the lat- 
est mass slaughter by some en- 
raged loser (33 dead at Virginia 
Tech) to argue for more gun con- 
trol. There’s not even pressure 
to renew the federal law banning 
the sale of assault rifles, which 
was recently allowed to lapse. 

Gun control is a dead issue in 
theUnited States, anditisn’tcom- 
ing back. There is a sound politi- 
cal reason for this, and there is 
also a rational explanation for it 
(which isn’t the same thing). 

The political reason was sim- 
plicity itself: the Democratic 
Party realised that it wasn’t go- 
ing to win back a majority in ei- 
ther house of Congress if it didn’t 
stop talking about gun control. 
The party ’ s leaders looked at the 
political map after the 2004 elec- 
tion, a sea of Republican red with 
a narrow strip of Democratic blue 
on either coast, and realised that 
their problem was more thanjust 
George W. Bush’s fatal charm. 
They weren’ t winning in “heart- 
land” states because they were 
seen as trying to take Americans’ 
guns away. 

There are other issues even in 
Montana, of course, but enough 
people care passionately about 
their guns in Montana that it’s 
hard to get elected there if you 
are seen as anti-gun. So now the 
Democratic Party’ s national plat- 
form commits it to uphold the Sec- 
ond Amendment — the right to 
keep and bear arms — and in the 
2006 election it won both the Sen- 
ate seat that was being contested 
in Montana and the governorship 
of the state, for decades a Re- 
publican stronghold. 

The campaign manifesto of the 
new Democratic senator from 
Montana, JonTester, claimed that 
he would “stand up to anyone — 
Republican or Democratic — 
who tries to take away 
Montanans’ gun rights.” The 
new Democratic governor of 
Montana, Brian Schweizer, says 
that he has “more guns than I 


age of twelve, but some citizens 
with a great many guns and most 
citizens with none at all. 

More fundamentally, the gun 
control argument may be missing 
the cultural point. Most Swiss and 
Israeli households with a male be- 
tween the ages of 1 8 and 45 also 
contain a fully automatic weapon, 
because the national military mo- 
bilisation model in those countries 
requires reservists to keep their 
weapons at home. Yet the Swiss 
and Israelis don’ t murder one an- 
other at a higher rate than people 
in countries like Britain or Tur- 
key, where there is relatively 
strict gun control. 

“Guns don’ t kill people; people 
kil l people’ ’ is the best-known slo- 
gan of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation, the most effective pro- 
gun lobbying organisation in the 
United States. But it’s really a 
cultural thing: theBritishhavebad 
teeth, the French smell of garlic, 
Americans tend to have more 
bullet-holes in them than other 
people. The slogan should actu- 
ally go: “Guns don’t kill Ameri- 
cans; Americans kill Ameri- 
cans.”

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need, but not as many as I want. . . . 
I guess I kind of believe in gun 
control: you control your gun, and 
I’ll control mine.” It’s a whole 
new image for Democrats, and it 
won them control of both houses 
of Congress in 2006. (Yes, the 
war helped, too, but by itself it 
wouldn ’ t have been enough. ) 

The Democrats were not go- 
ing to lose the coastal states 
(where the effete intellectuals 
and most of the old urban work- 
ing clas s live) even if they did drop 
gun control. They were not going 
to win in the heartland (where the 
born-agains and the Marlboro 
Men live) if they didn’ t drop gun 
control. So they dropped it, and 
now no large party supports it. 
That’ s the politics of it, and you 
can’t argue with that. 

There is another, quite rational 
reason why gun control doesn’t 
get much traction in American 
politics any more. It’ s simply too 
late. This is a society that owns 
approximately equal numbers of 
wrist- watches and guns: around 
a quarter-billion of each. There’ s 
no going back — and if practi- 
cally everybody else has guns, 
maybe you should have one, too. 

As various commentators will 
be pointing out soon, if just one of 
those 33 murdered students had 
been carrying a concealed hand- 
gun maybe the killer would have 
been stopped sooner. It’s per- 
fectly legal to carry concealed 
weapons with a permit in Vir- 
ginia, but not on college cam- 
puses. This loophole must be 
closed. At least, that is the way 
the argument is usually put in 
America, although the reality is 
not one gun per citizen over the

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then turn the eonversation to 
them. For example, say: “I’m a 
bit sad today , how are you feel- 
ing?” 

Of eourse, teenagers are a dif- 
ferent kettle of fish, and even 
those who aren’t depressed pre- 
fer not to talk to their parents 
about most things. But Massey 
says it’s important and possible 
to open up the lines of eommu- 
nieation. 

She suggests having a chat 
while you’re doing something 
else, like going on a bike ride, so 
the focus isn’t entirely on them. 

Y ou should also let your child 
know that you love them uncon- 
ditionally, which will help build 
their self esteem. 

“It’s so important kids know 
that whatever they do or say, or 
how ever much trouble they get 
into, they are loved,” Massey 
says. “It’s the absolute founda- 
tion to growing into a healthy 
adult. It’ s a confidence thing - if 
you know you are loved you’ve 
always got that to fall back on.” 
THE MEDICAL ROUTE 

While supporting your child 
at home will help, it is also a good 
idea to seek medical assistance 
as soon as you feel there is a prob- 
lem with depression, according 
to Mutanda.

HELPING YOUR CHILD 

If you think your child is suf- 
fering from depression you can 
help, Massey says. “Listen, and 
I mean really listen, to what your 
child is saying underneath the 
words. Children can’t verbalise 
their feelings like we can, and 
therefore we have to try and un- 
derstand them on a different 
level - try and get into their world 
so you are available to hear 
them.” 

With young children she sug- 
gests you start playing their fa- 
vourite game with them, be it 
building trains or playing with 
dolls. That way you establish a 
fun and safe relationship, and 
that’s when you can begin to ask 
some poignant questions. Start 
off by talking about yourself.

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Most people think of depression as a very adult problem, but statistics 
show more and more kids are suffering from it. We find out how 
parents can pick up on the symptoms, and what you can do to help 
your child if they are feeling down. 


Depression is seen as a very 
adult problem. In fact, until 
quite recently many psychia- 
trists believed children couldn’t 
suffer from the condition be- 
cause they weren’t emotionally 
mature enough. 

However, mental health ex- 
perts now agree childhood de- 
pression does exist - and it’ s on 
the rise. “It’s the area of depres- 
sion that’s increasing most, 
which is really scary because the 
evidence shows that you’re 
more likely to be depressed as 
an adult if you’ve been de- 
pressed as a child,” says 
Alexandra Massey, author of 
Happy Kids. 

“We’ve got this time bomb 
waiting to happen - so many 
adults are going to be depressed 
when this generation grows up 
if something’ s not done.” 

Anjula Mutanda, resident 


psychological therapist on 
ITVl’s This Morning, says the 
vital thing is to educate yourself 
so you can easily pick up if your 
child has a problem. 

“Depression is one of those 
things we don’t exactly know 
the cause of, and there is usu- 
ally more than one factor in- 
volved. With some people it 
couldbe a chemical imbalance, or 
depression can run in families. 

“Also with children, signifi- 
cant life events such as the death 
of a loved one, a best friend mov- 
ing, divorce, moving to a new 
area, breaking up with a boy- 
friend or girlfriend, abuse or ne- 
glect can trigger depression.

are at a high risk of suieide be- Take your ehild to see your 
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GP. If they believe depression 
is at work, they will refer your 
child to a child psychiatrist or 
clinical psychologist for a more 
in-depth assessment. The spe- 
cialist will then determine which 
course of action is the most ap- 
propriate for your child. 


They may suggest some sort 
of talking treatment, like psy- 
chotherapy or cognitive behav- 
ioural therapy, in which you are 
taught to change the way you 
think about things, or family 
therapy, where you can some- 
times get to the root of the prob- 
lem in the household. 

“In some more extreme cases, 
where it’s amaj or depressive ill- 
ness and the child has talked 
about suicide, psychiatrists 
may advise a course of medica- 
tion - an anti-depressant,” 
Mutanda says. 

“Medication is used in those 
instances where talking therapy 
hasn’t worked, the child is so 
depressed and their serotonin 
levels are so low that they can’t 
actually think logically. It is a 
last resort.” 

DON’T DESPAIR 

While no parent wants to have 
a depressed child, it’s not all 
doom and gloom according to 
Massey. 

“I would go as far as saying it 
can be a blessing in disguise,” 
she says. “A depressed kid is 
usually a symptom of some- 
thing not quite right in the fam- 
ily, and it ’ s such a brilliant way 
of tackling that issue and get- 
ting it out in the open - every- 
one benefits. 

“Y ou can all become so much 
happier and so much closer as a 
result.”

Big Ideas That Changed the World (five, 7.15pm) 

Can armed struggle ever be justified? That’s a big question, and one Terry Waite 
attempts to answer in the latest episode of this intriguing series. The issue has 
been high on the political agenda for many months, and as someone who has 
experienced first-hand the extreme methods of terrorists, Waite is the ideal man 
to discuss the sensitive subject. He recalls his own abduction by militia group 
Hezbolla, and reveals how his time in captivity gave him an insight into his 
kidnappers’ plight. He says: “By taking us hostage, they were saying ‘we can fight 
you in a very effective way’. Everybody sits up when hostages from the West 
are taken.” But there’s more to this episode than the former special envoy to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s ordeal. Waite steps back in time to explore the roots 
of organised uprisings, including the bloodshed that took place during the French 
Revolution, when the disenfranchised masses revolted against their wealthy 
oppressors. But how did we go from a plea for “Liberte, Egalite and Fraternite” 
to the violent campaigns of the IFRA and African National Congress? And why, 
in the modern era, have atrocities such as 9/11 and the July 7 bombings taken 
place? Here, Waite attempts to find out.

If you've got dated or just plain past-their-best tiles in your bathroom or 
kitchen, the obvious solution is to retile. 




This can be a straightforward 
and inexpensive way to trans- 
form a room, but many novice 
DIYers see tiling as difficult and 
daunting. If you feel this way, the 
next best thing (apart from get- 
ting someone to do the tiling for 
you) is to paint the existing tiles. 

If you also plan to paint the 
walls and ceiling above the tiles, 
do this first to avoid paint drip- 
ping down onto the newly painted 
tiles. You also, of course, need 
to protect all the surfaces in the 
room that could get splattered 
with tile paint, including the bath 
and basin or worktop and sink. 

As ever, the first stage is 
preparation. Check the tiles over 
and replace any cracked or bro- 


ken ones, then wait, as the new 
grout and adhesive needs at least 
a week to set before you proceed. 
If your tiles are in good condition, 
clean them thoroughly with a 
sugar soap spray or solution. 

The grout is harder to clean, 
so try a special grout cleaner if 
the sugar soap doesn't work 
(you'll find this in the tile section 
of your local DIY store). Now 
wash away all traces of the 
cleaning products with clean 
water and wait for it all to dry. 

Next, take a paintbrush with 
synthetic bristles, or a small 
emulsion roller, and apply a thin 
coat of tile primer (the primer 
should be water rather than oil- 
based). 


Be careful not to go over the 
same area twice, as this may lift 
up the primer, and ensure you 
apply the paint in the same di- 
rection. When you're done, leave 
it to dry for at least eight hours. 

After this time, if you notice 
any drips, runs or obvious brush 
marks, sand them lightly with 
120-grit sandpaper and wipe 
clean with a lint-free cloth. 

When you're happy with the 
finish and are sure the tiles are 
clean, apply a second coat of 
primer. Once that's dry, again 
sand lightly, this time with 160- 
grit sandpaper, and wipe down. 

For the topcoat, you'll probably 
want to use tile paint, which is 
available in a range of colours. 


though a normal oil-based paint, 
such as gloss, will do and these, 
of course, come in a much wider 


range of colours. 

To apply the paint, you'll need 
a natural-bristle brush or a gloss 


roller. Startby painting the grout, 
then do the tiles themselves. 
Leave to dry for the time stated 
on the tin and obviously don't get 
the tiles wet during this time (the 
same goes for when the primer is 
diying). 

When the tile paint's dry, gen- 
tly sand with wet 180-grit wet- 
dry sandpaper and wipe clean, 
then apply a second coat of paint 
and allow to dry thoroughly. 

Finish off by re-establishing the 
grout lines to make the end result 
look more realistic . 

Use a grout pen to do this : hold 
the pen at a 45 degree angle to 
the wall and move it along the 
grout lines steadily so the paint 
comes out in a thin line. Work 
upwards when doing the vertical 
lines and if you struggle to get a 
steady flow of paint, try using the 
pen on a piece of scrap wood or 
hardboard first. 

If you perfect the art of getting 
the grout hues right, your tiles wiU 
have been successfully trans- 
formed.

baceous plants and round the 
canopies of trees and shrubs. 

Reapply it in 1 2 months’ time 
and one heavy dose once a year 
should help the garden look after 
itself, keep the weeds down and 
warm the soil. 

Bad watering can be worse 
than none at all, he warns. “Oc- 
casional sprinkling encourages 
roots to grow close to the surface, 
where they become prone to 
drought. Far better is deep water- 
ing, applying high levels of wa- 
ter over a long period to encour- 
age thorough wetting of the soil 
at depth.” 

Of course, many gardeners are 
now opting for drought tolerant 
plants . Other wise don’t dig the 
ground ifit’ snot necessary. You 
will just end up exposing the 
moist underground layer to the 
elements.

Make use of old junk 


It’s still not too late to plant 
pot-grown fruit trees - in fact, 
they can be planted in spring, 
summer and autumn because the 
root system has not been dis- 
turbed. Choose a sunny, shel- 
tered spot with deep, rich, fertile, 
well-drained soil. No fmit will do 
well in waterlogged soil or thin, 
sandy soil. Dig in lots of compost 
or well-rotted manure before 
planting 

Plant the tree to the same depth 
it was in the container, establish- 


ing the depth by placing the cane 
across the hole and lining it up 
with the top of the dark section 
on the trunk. Mulch and feed fruit 
trees every spring and keep them 
well watered when the fruits are 
swelling. 

If you buy trees in flower you 
may have fruit from them in the 
first year after planting, but don’t 
take too much fruit in the first 
year. Let them become estab- 
lished and they will be more re- 
warding in future years. 


“The most important thing 
that anyone can do now to save 
water is to add plenty of organic 
matter to the soil,” he says. Or- 
ganic matter is a magical sub- 
stance like a sponge. It holds the 
minor particles of the soil to such 
a degree that water can’ t swiU out. 
‘ ‘The more organic matter you add 
to the soil the better the soil will 
retain its nutrients.” 

Organic matter can consist of 
anything you’ve raked up, leaf 


mould, composted grass and 
trimmings, vegetable peelings, 
anything which has decomposed 
to the point of becoming crum- 
bly and brown. 

But he points out: “Gardeners 
should never apply large quanti- 
ties of fresh, undigested organic 
matter to their plants. It is far 
better to compost it first. To il- 
lustrate the point, my grandfa- 
ther was a great rose enthusiast 
and used to religiously apply 


fresh horse manure to his speci- 
mens as mulch. Over several years 
the plants became weak and pale, 
losing the enthusiasm to flower. 
The reason was the high carbon to 
nitrogen ratio of the fresh ma- 
nure, about 40:1. If only he had 
used well-rotted manure, with a 
ratio of about 12:1.” 

Farmyard manure is a rich or- 
ganic matter product but needs to 
be composted to stop it scorch- 
ing plants, while wormcasts are 
high in humus, with high water 
and nutrient-holding capacity. 

The topics of saving water and 
the wonders of organic matter are 
covered in Beardshaw’ s latest 
book. How Does Your Garden 
Grow?, a guide for gardeners of all 
levels who want to create andmain- 
tain beautiful, healthy gardens. 

He adds: “You don’t have to 
dig organic matter into the soil, 
but let the micro-organisms do 
all the hard work. If you improve 
your organic matter content by 
5 % you can have a 50% increase 
in the water-holding capacity of 
your soil.” 

Ideally organic matter should 
be added in autumn and will have 
been broken down into the soil

I don’t often take the time to 
read and pass on email for- 
wards.

When 
neither partner knows how to 
lead the dance, disaster hap- 
pens. The movement doesn’t 
flow with the music, and eve- 
rything is quite uncomfortable 
and jerky. Toes are stepped on, 
and one or both people may 
even fall to the floor or be in- 
jured in some way. However, 
when one person lets the other 
lead, both bodies begin to flow 
with the music. Something 


beautiful begins to happen. The 
lead partner gives gentle cues, 
perhaps with a nudge to the back 
or by pressing lightly in one di- 
rection or another. It’ s as if two 
become one body, moving beau- 
tifully in tandem together. 

The dance requires surrender, 
willingness, and attentiveness 
from one person and gentle guid- 
ance and skill from the other. 
Some of us want to dance through 
our lives with God as though we 
are in the lead. But who could be 
a better leader than the One who 
skillfully created the dance? 

Now look again at the word, 
“Guidance. ’’The letter Gat the 
beginning of the Word can re- 
mind us of “God.” The “G” is 
followed by the letters “U” and 
“I.” Isn’t that an interesting pic- 
ture? “God, “U” and “I” dance.” 
“God, Y ou, and I dance.” 

Are you and I willing to trust 
God to guide our lives? Are we 
willing to let Him lead? The next 
time you ask Him for guidance 
in your life, think about this 
word picture. Dance together 
with God, trust Him to lead and 
to guide you through each sea- 
son of your life.

Disillusioned 

SIR, We have had a house here 
for many years, we always felt 
safe on our many visits. I have 
spent time alone here and never 


felt threatened in any way. Finally 
we moved here completely in Feb- 
ruary 2004. We moved for a qui- 
eter, safer and more pleasant life. 
We workhere, we pay our taxes, we 
have matriculated our cars, we are 
honest, generous andhard-working. 

Four months after we moved 
here our house was burgled, four 
dogs were in the house, two dogs 
were damaged with a substance- 
much was stolen. Luckily the 
dogs, whilst very scared retained 
their lives — I know it could have 
been worse. Since then we have 
had items stolen from our garden 
and a break-in attempt has been 
made on our shed. Over the last 
week our daughter has had items 
removed daily from the land 
around her home. 

We have some land with a ruin, 
whilst waiting for planning per- 
mission our caravan has been on 
that land and we lived there for 
two summers whilst honouring 
previous bookings on this house. 
In August 2005 the caravan was 
‘cleared’ out of all electric items, 
CDs, books, my shoes, my suit- 
case, my dog lead, my toilet rolls, 
kitchen rolls and various sundry 
silly items. I was so upset and trau- 
matised by this we moved back to 
the house within 3 weeks, mov- 
ing our client bookings elsewhere. 

Now, our caravan has been 
trashed. Door wrecked, heater 
ripped off, much damage, con- 
tents thrown out on the land. To- 
tal haul for them: 1 gas cylinder 
worth about €10 — the total cost 
to us is the loss of a valuable item 
which was in spotless condition. 
All items left on the land will have 
to be thrown out, there is wildlife 
living in the caravan. Ithas broken 
my heart. 

It now takes us 20mins to lock 
and secure our house when we 
leave it. Whenever possible we 
take our dogs with us and try not 
to go out together. When we re- 
turn I cannot come to the house 
first, I always send my husband 
and watch to count my beloved 
dogs and husband out of the door. 


I am living in fear-this was never 
the plan. Y es my life is, so far, safe, 
what has been affected is mate- 
rial. Unfortunately as you get older 
sentimentality is involved, past 
items stolen were given to me by 
my children — I can rebuy, but it 
is not the same. 

The problem is that as the crime 
down here increases, as it is doing 
rapidly, it will stop people ‘dar- 
ing’ to come on holiday or to in- 
vest their hard earned cash. They 
risk losing it as we have done. This 
will affect what the Algarve de- 
pends on. It is a very sad state of 
affairs. If I could have jumped on 
a plane I would have done — but 
as my family said, “Where would 
I go to be safe these days !”

Iranian hostage fiasco 

SIR, I am surprised that the Ira- 
nian hostage fiasco has not raised 
any comment from your readers.

SIR, 2007 marks the 200th an- 
niversary year of the abolition of 
slavery in the British Empire. 

But slavery isn’t a relic of the 
past. At least 12 million people 
worldwide are captive to ruthless 
modem day slave-masters . That ’ s 
three times as many as 200 years 
ago when Christians led a move- 
ment to end the transatlantic slave 
trade. (Tearfund). 

Recently, a brothel owner in 
Manchester was prosecuted for 
procuring girls from Eastern bloc 
countries for the sex trade. Here, 
in Alvor, a similar establishment 
recently closed down, procured 
girls from South America. We hear 
ofbusinesses in Britain ‘buying’ 
tmckloads of illegal immigrants 
from Europe to work in their 
sweatshops. 

Slavery can be applied to the 
situation of bonded labourers in 
Pakistan, the suppression of 
many Dalits in India and the labour 
camps in North Korea. Thou- 
sands of children in Uganda are 
kidnapped daily, the girls to be 
used as sex slaves and the boys as 
soldiers; in Cambodia and Thai- 
land women and children are 
bought and sold by traffickers for 
the sex trade and for the sale of 
body parts.

BOOK REVIEW 


All, Pele, Lillee And Me: A Personal Odyssey Through The Sporting Seventies 


By Brian Viner, published in 
paperback by Pocket Books. 

The 1970s could be recog- 
nised as a golden era for sport; 
the Brazil of 1970, oft- touted 
as the best football team ever; 
heavyweight boxing spawning 
great fights - so great they were 
given titles (Rumble in the Jun- 
gle, Thriller in Manilla); iconic 
images and performances from 
Olympic Games (Nadia 
Comaneci’s seven perfect 10s- 
the first Olympic gymnast to 
do so, in 1976); the emergence 
of Bjorn Bjorg and his domi- 
nance of Wimbledon; and the 
Grand National performances 
of Southport-based Red Rum, 


the town 20 miles north of Liv- 
erpool where Brian V iner grew 
up, and where many (if not all) 
of these events, and more, were 
experienced by the man him- 
self 

In this offering from the 
award-winning journalist, we 
are swept along on one man’s 
personal journey through the 
decade, as he seeks to emulate 
his heroes. Taken as a basic 
premise (that the 1970s is the 
best-ever decade for sporting 
memories), the book soon ex- 
pands into an often off-kilter 
look at Viner’ s experiences be 
they at school, university, dur- 
ing his ‘gap year’ in Paris or 


during his studies in America - 
and plenty more recollections 
besides. 

Throughout we are introduced 
to figures from his childhood, 
his family, teachers, neighbours, 
friends and pupils who did much 
to influence his sporting inter- 
est. Later he would become re- 
nowned in his field and meet 
many of the sportsmen and 
women who had played such a 
part in his development. 

The subsequent tales add 
much to the humour of the book. 
There are also meetings with 
those who played a part off the 
pitch, namely the commenta- 
tors, with one particular pas- 


sage highlighting one of Viner’ s 
personal quirks - getting these 
various famous voices to add 
their own commentary for the 
benefit of the writer’s answer 
phone. 

Littered with laugh-out- loud 
anecdotes (the words of a fe- 
male teacher to a rowdy all- 
male class are probably not suit- 
able for this publication) and 
tales of impressive daring (how 
the man was able to pass him- 
self off as a golfer on the last 
practice day before an Open is 
worthy of praise alone), there is 
a charm that ensures that it will 
offer something for everyone.

If s neeessary for many reasons 
to persuade ehildrennevertotake 
any illegal substanees.

Despite sueh alarming figures, 
parents dodge the big drugs talk, 
and leave edueating their ehildren 
about drugs to sehools and the po- 
liee. But they really do need to do 
itthemselves, says Chris Hudson, 
manager of a drug treatment een- 
tre in Surrey, and spokesman for 
the national drugs information 
serviee, Frank. 

"Teenagers are often more so- 


phistieated than parents realise, 
and they shouldn'tpatronisethem, 
but diseuss things with them," he 
says. 

Hudson says the key is to not 
panie, and to make sure the dis- 
eussions are regular, rather than a 
one-off 

"The tendeney is to have the 
dmgs talk when there's a erisis, but 
you get a lot more out of it if you've 
already taekled the subjeet, and 
done it early - say when they're 
about 1 3 - and often. " 

Hudson says the effeet of peer 
pressure shouldbe ineluded in dis- 
eussions, andparents need to un- 
derstand that the effeets of sueh 


pressure are often not through 
eoereion, but beeause a ehild feels 
internal pressure to do what his or 
her friends are doing. 

If s almost eertamly the ease that 
teenagers will have been exposed 


are a lot of worst ease seenarios 
out there - and one of them is the 
tragie death ofKate Summers' son 
Guy. He was 1 6 when he started 
smoking eannabis, despite having 
had diseussions about drugs with

to drug use - seen them being 
taken, or know someone who 
takes them - says Hudson. 

He advises: "Just assume 
they've aheady been exposed. 
Don'tpanie. Start learning as mueh 
about drugs as you ean, and avoid 
telling them about worst ease see- 
narios all the time, as they'll just 
think that's all you ean go on 
about." 

However, the reality is thatthere 


his parents. The teenager was 
smoking the drug daily with his 
friends, and quiekly developed 
depression, and then dmg-indueed 
psyehosis, as a result. 

Despite having stopped smok- 
ing the drug after 1 2 months, with 
the help of his family and a psy- 
ehiatrist, the damage was done. 
Guy hanged himselfwhenhe was 
18. 

Hismothersays: "We'dtoldhim 
notto do it, butthe worstthingyou 
ean do is tell a teenager not to do 
something, beeause they'll just go 
ahead and do it. It was something 
to do with taking eannabis at a eer- 
tain age that eaused Guy's prob- 
lems. He suffered from sehizo- 
phrenie-like behaviour before his 
death, despite no longertakingthe 
drug.” 

His mother advises other par- 
ents to learn as mueh as they ean 
about drugs, and signs thatyoung 
people are taking them, from 
websites sueh as Frank, and she 
warns: "Parents havetotalkto their 
kids about drugs, and use seare 
taeties so they realise something 
bad might happen to them. ' '

How can I payattention to mytoddlerwith a newborn 
on my hands? 

1. Introduce your oldest to the baby ASAP. Hopefully 
you’ve already explained that a baby is coming and will need 
a lot of help.

2. Include your older child in the care of the baby if he is 
interested.

Kittens will be dependent on their mother for the first few 
weeks of their life, their mother will provide for all their needs. 
Kittens are born with their eyes closed and their ears back, 
they will not open their eyes until they are seven days old. 



Kittens sleep cuddled up with 
their littermates for warmth and 
security. By three weeks old the 
kittens will be fully mobile and 
will want to explore their sur- 
roundings. By now they are ready 
to be introduced to some solid 
food, this can be a little finely 
chopped, cooked meat, dried or 
canned kitten food. Until they are 
6 weeks old the kittens will need 
to be fed 4 to 6 times a day. Try 
to introduce the kittens to a vari- 
ety of foods to prevent fussiness 
in later life. 

By four weeks the kittens can 
be trained to use a litter tray - 
place the kitten in the tray after 
each meal. The kittens will learn 
and practice hunting by the time 
they are six weeks old 

At eight to nine weeks the kit- 
tens need to be vaccinated against 
feline infectious enteritis and fe- 
line respiratory disease, they are 


not allowed outside until they 
have these vaccines. 

The kittens are ready to be in- 
troduced to their new homes by 
the age of ten to twelve weeks. 
When choosing your new kitten 
try and see it playing with its 
littermates and check the mother 
cat, of course this is not always 
possible because so many kittens 
available are stray cats. If you are 
introducing anew kitten to ahome 
where there are other pets or 
young children, it may be an idea 
to get a small cage that the kitten 
can call home, where it can feel 
safe and secure and everyone can 
get used to living together. It can 
take up to a month for an existing 
cat to accept a new kitten into the 
household. 

At three months old kittens 
begin to lose their baby teeth and 
new teeth grow in. By six months 
old they can get along on their

The average life expect- 
ancy of a cat is 1 4 years, but many 
live to be 20 years and older 

Play with your new kitten 
regularly as it is an essential part 
of its development. There are 
numerous toys available for cats, 
balls, toy mice, toys that they can 
play on their own and toys which 
involve some interaction on your 
part. Cats like playing hide and 
seek, so let your kitten play in a 
cardboard box - make sure there 
are no staples in it before you let 
the cat have it.

W hat started out in 
the 13th Century 
as an area drained 
for pasture land 
became one of the most important 
parts of London’s financial 
wealth. T aking shape as a port in 
the 14th century, it grew over the 
next 200 years to be one of the 
world’ s largest docks. 

In its hayday it employed 
100,000 workers and imported 
over 60 million tons of cargo. But 
unfortunately, with mass bomb- 
ing in World War n and ensuing 
modernisation, the dock lands 
couldn ’ t keep up with new trends 
and closed in the 1970s. 

What was to become of all this 
vacant space in London? It de- 
veloped into an ultra modern 
commercial area, now having a 
working population of some 
75,000. The architects have cap- 
tured the right feel - like stepping 
into ‘ a brave new world’ , but still 
retaining some of the original 
buildings. 

And what can you expect in 
the way of food in an area de- 
signed for the main purpose of 
making money? Y ou wiU find the 
same restaurants that you see 
popping up in every new devel- 
opment. So when 1 received an in- 
vitation to eat at The Curve - a fish 
restaurant in the Marriot Hotel - 


send you round the bend 


1 was intrigued to say the least. 
W ould this restaurant fit into the 
same bracket as all the other res- 
taurants in the area or would it 
have its own individuality? With 
a suitably empty stomach and in 
the company of a good friend, 
who used to import fresh fish 
from Australia, 1 went to inves- 
tigate. 

The Curve is situated on the 
ground floor of the Marriot Ho- 
tel in West India Quay, under the 
watchful eye of Chef Sag an Singh 
from Goa. Entering the restaurant 
from the main door you can opt 
for a pre-dinner cocktail or go 
straight to your table. We chose 
the latter, and were shown to a 
table by the window, overlook- 
ing the original docks with an at- 
tractive view of the 1920’s, ex- 
steam tug, the Knocker White. 

If you are staying in the hotel, 
1 would recommend popping 
down to The Curve before you 
make your reservation to choose 
your table, as it seems they have 
aimed at creating different at- 
mospheres. There are cosy, ro- 
mantic tables for two or less for- 
mal tables for four or more. 

With a spacious feel to the 
place, it was time to relax and en- 
joy the experience. Our friendly 
waiter, Joseph, described the 
specials and recommended a 
cocktail. Never ones to be shy of 
a recommended cocktail, we both 
chose the Raspberry Mohito, 
which was smooth and nicely 
balanced. The menu, is designed 
to be very simple and wholly ori- 
ented around fish, with the ac- 
companiments being universal, so 
that you can select your favour- 
ite fish. Or you can choose your 
fish, the way you want it cooked 
and the accompaniments to go 
with it. 

There is also a sea food bar of- 
fering a selection of cold fish 
dishes ranging from oysters and 
crab salads to a sea food tower (a 
selection of everything) and I 
would say ideal for lunch. For 
meat lovers there are still the meat 
classics on the menu. 

Fish is always a healthy choice 
and The Curve goes as far as to 
indicate on the menu which dishes 
are low carb or low fat. With so 
many great choices, actually se- 
lecting the food was no easy feat, 
especially with the smell of 


freshly cooked food wafting in 
from the open kitchen. It was not 
surprising therefore that we 
chose to be a little greedy. 

For starters, I went for the 
pan-fried Madagascan jumbo 
prawns with coriander and chilli 
which was cooked to perfection 
and tasted just as it should, while 
my dinner partner had the grilled, 
diver-caught Cornish scallops 
with asparagus and a spicy vinai- 
grette, also perfectly cooked. 
Both starters were served with a 
little pelouche of side salad. Be- 
cause we were told the Oysters 
are hand picked each day, we 
couldn’tresistandboy, werethey 


juicy and tasted sea-fresh - wow ! 
We also asked if we could have a 
small portion of the clam chow- 
der (just to try). We suspected the 
seasoning had been overlooked, 
but this was easily rectified with 
atwistofthe salt and pepper mills. 

On to the main course - my 
friend chose one of the specials - 
a mixed fish platter with a selec- 
tion of all the daily caught fish in- 
cluding scallops, salmon, sea bass 
and prawns. A nice way to com- 
pare many different flavours and 
textures which hail from the sea. 

I chose the pan-fried fillets of 
line-caught sea bass, which were 
well prepared and served with a

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salad of pickled lemons and to- 
mato which worked wonderfully. 
We also selected crushed pota- 
toes and buttered snow peas as 
side dishes, which complemented 
the dishes well. We had chosen 
the recommended wine, a South 
African Reisling , which nicely 
prepared the palette for the treats 
that were to follow. 

Up to this point the meal had 
been a most enj oy able medley of 
well cooked flavours and textures. 

For dessert we decided upon 
the sampling platter which of- 
fered a selection of warm choco- 
late brownie, pistachio cheese 
cake, yogurt panacotta and creme 
brule. By this time our earlier 
greed had caught up on us and our 
appetites had waned to the point 
that we were probably not as ap- 
preciative as we should have 
been. So our judgement that the 
pastry chef had yet to reach her 
full bloom could have been a lit- 
tle harsh, especially as the dish’ s 
appearance was quite stunning. 

Coffee Martinis were a de- 
lightful alternative to normal cof- 
fee and the perfect finish to an 
almost perfect meal. Even the 
prices, for London, are appetis- 
ing, with starters from £5 to £9 
and main courses from £11 to 
£22. The wine list is extensive 
with price s from £ 1 6 to £ 1 44 per 
bottle. 

So did this restaurant fit into 
the same bracket as all the other 
restaurants in the area or did it 
have something of its own indi- 
viduality? My answer would be. 
The Curve is a wonderful find, 
quite unique and would seem to 
be the only restaurant in Canary 
Wharf which is not part of a chain 
or franchise. But this is not the 
only reason I would recommend 
it, being only a stone’s throw 
fromBilhngsgate, the fish is some 
of the freshest to be found in Lon- 
don. Enjoy!

And nothing shows this more 
than tapas. 

As Pippa Cuthbert, author of 
new book 100 Great Tapas (pub. 
Cassell Illustrated, £14.99/ 
€22.13), says: “Tapas is the best 
introduction to the Spanish way 
oflife. Attheendof aworkingday, 
locals will head to bars for their 
evening ritual of eating, drinking 
and chatting with friends.” 

Spain has a rich and varied culi- 
nary history, and many types of 
tapas can be seen in different ar- 
eas of the country. Central Spain 
tends to have stronger, more ro- 
bust flavours, with Catalonia in 
the east having more of a French 
feel. In the south, in Andalusia, the 
home of tapas, Arabic influences 
abound with hams, olives and sea- 
food coming to the fore. 

T apas itself is designed as a bar 
food, so strong flavours and small 
portions are essential. For the 
home-cooked variety, fresh pro- 


duce is key - try to get your hands 
on the best extra virgin olive oil 
and stock up on garlic, paprika, 
olive, and chillies. Spanish 
Chorizo sausages can be easily 
found in a good quality supermar- 
ket meat section, and calamari and 
prawns are also popular, so pre- 
pare to pay more for seafood: 
with such small dishes it’ s hard 
to hide poor quality. 

Tables heaving with dozens of 
tiny tapas treats might bring back 
memories of balmy Spanish af- 
ternoons and sangria-drenched 
evenings, but homemade tapas 
needn’t be a fiddly affair. Try 
using tapas recipes to add to your 
starters, or go for something dif- 
ferent with nibbles by introduc- 
ing a bit more Spanish flavour. 
Happily, taste rather than pres- 
entation is the key to good tapas, 
so savour the flavour - appear- 
ance is of little significance.

“Gail told me that she was 
considering plastic surgery, but 
I felt strongly that she just 
needed the right make-up to 
freshen up her look. When I 
turned 40, I discovered 
firsthand the tremendous differ- 
ence make-up makes. 

“Since everything falls and 
fades, the trick is to lift and add 
life back to your face with the 
right textures and colours, and 
use the correct techniques.”

• Layer skincare formulas (a 
wet, hydrating cream under a 
rich, dense balm) to give skin a 
plumped-up, cushiony look, 
and use the warmth of your fin- 
gers to help blend the creams.

• For problem dark circles, 
keep the focus on the upper part 
of your eyes. Don’t be tempted 
to line the lower lash line or ap- 
ply mascara to the lower lashes. 

• Dust blush high on the ap- 
ples of your cheeks so it gives 
the impression of higher cheek- 
bones and no sagging in that 
area. A pop of pastel pink or

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Algarve Wine Soeiety feasts 
at its annual gourmet dinner 

a The delightful Orangerie Restaurant, at the Vila Monte Hotel in 
Moncarapacho, was the setting for the Algarve Wine Society’s 
annual Gourmet Dinner on Saturday, April. 


The weather kindly turned 
warm in time for the gathering of 
73 members to enjoy pre-dinner 
drinks outside on the terrace, 
where everyone quickly got into 
the party mood while sipping 
glasses of well chilled Covela 
Palhete secco rose wine (called 
“quite simply the best Portu- 
guese rose” by Wine Interna- 
tional) and admiring the wonder- 
ful views, with the sweet scent 
of orange blossom filling the air. 
It was a magical start to a magical 
evening. 

W ith guests seated in the splen- 
did restaurant, Michael Berger, 
the dinner’s organizer, wel- 
comed everyone and explained 
that all of the wines for the occa- 
sion were being offered to the 
AW S by a producer called Quinta 
de Covela from the Entre-Douro- 
e-Minho region. The proprietor 
of Covela, Nuno Araujo, gave a 
short but fascinating talk ex- 
plaining his particular philoso- 


phy of wine making in Portugal. 
Quinta de Covela produces 5 
wines, each of which he hoped 
would give much pleasure to the 
members during the course of the 
evening. Neither he nor the din- 
ers were to be disappointed. 

Dinner was a grand five- 
course affair that began with a 
delicious starter of scallops with 
champagne vinaigrette, accom- 
panied by the fruity and refresh- 
ing Covela White Escolha 2005 . 
This was followed by an onion 
soup with queijo da serra, and a 
fish course of golden bream fil- 
lets with thyme olive oil and saf- 
fron sauce. A more rounded 
White Colheita Seleccionada 
2004, that had spent 6 months 
in French oak and had a marvelus 
golden colour, was served with 
the fish. 

After a lime sorbet, the main 
course featured loin of wildboar 
with a Calvados sauce and celery 
smash potatoes. A mouth water- 


ing Covela red Escolha 2001 was 
served alongside. Pudding was a 
magnificent mango puff pastry 
with vanilla ice cream perfectly 
set off by a Porto Krohn Colheita, 
a tawny port matured in wood for 
7 years, from the same produc- 
ers. Happy Wine Society mem- 
bers, replete with the splendid 
food and high quality beautifully 
made wines, all agreed that it had 
been a thoroughly enj oyable and 
memorable evening. 

Next up in the Algarve Wine 
Society’ s calendar will be a trip 
to the Loire wine producing re- 
gion in late May, followed by a 
summer party in mid- June. The 
AWS currently has a member-

Obituary 

Harry Smith 1923-2007 

Harry Smith died in 
London on 4‘^ March 
2007. Born in Lambeth 
Walk, London, he started 
working at 16 in the family 
funeral directors’ 
business started by his 
grandfather. 

Two years later he joined 
the RAF, serving in Belgium in 
World War II. On his return he 
carried on in the business and 
pursued his interests of sport 
and amateur dramatics.

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A long weekend in Paris, from start to finish, 


Paris is a beautifui, vibrant city, but that’s not news 
to anybody. Perhaps siightiy more surprising is, 
there is a exciting aiternative to the more expensive, 
iackiustre direct flights from Portugai to Paris. 


And that is to take one of the 
low eost flights from Faro to 
Gatwiek (whieh eost us less than 
€100 each, including taxes) and 
then take the Eurostar from Wa- 
terloo Station to Paris. 

To give you an idea of the sort 
of value available direct from 
Eurostar’s online booking serv- 
ice, we purchased two first class 
London-Paris returns and five 
nights in the five star Le Meridien 
Hotel for £692/€ 1,019, which is 
less than £350/€5 10 each. That 
gave us train travel and hotel for 
less than the normal cost of a 
Eurostar First Class ticket to 
Paris, which can be up to £450/ 


at a substantially lower cost than 
the normal First Class fare. * This 
varies, from €42 for the cheapest 
tickets to as little as €9 for the 
most expensive tickets. 

Waterloo Station was a disap- 
pointment, it was very crowded, 
however this will soon be re- 
solved when the new St Pancras 
International Rail Station opens 
in November of this year. Then 
there will be direct trains from 
Gatwiek to St Pancras Interna- 
tional, which promises to be a 
more spacious and well planned 
station for travellers using 
Eurostar services reducing the 
travelling time to Paris to only 



staff, at Waterloo are very help- 
ful, if s just the station facilities, 
which lets them down. 

The train crawls out of Water- 
loo on the old low speed lines until 
it reaches the new high-speed 
track at Fawkham Junction. At 
that point the acceleration is no- 
ticeable as the Eurostar rapidly 
accelerates to its normal speed of 
around 300 kmh. 

Travel aboard the Eurostar, 
especially in First Class, is su- 
perb with comfortable seating, a 
good size table and masses of leg- 
room. Seating is arranged with a 
single seat one side of the aisle and 


double on the other. It’s easy to 
see that high-speed trains are the 
future of city centre to city cen- 
tre travel within Europe for short 
and medium distance travel. 

Service is of a very high stand- 
ard with champagne from full 
size bottles served at your seat. 
A high quality airline style hot 
meal is provided along with a 
choice of very good wines, this 
was followed by good coffee and

hot towels. The staff on board 
were helpful and friendly, and it 
was difficult to fault the surface 
in any way. Departures and ar- 
rivals are alarmingly punctual al- 
most to the point that you could 
set your watch by the train’ s de- 
parture. 

Departing from Paris is some- 
what confusing and the signs 
within the station are not very 
clear, but once you realise the 


€630 return each! (Please note 
that prices are not guaranteed 
until purchased.) Compare that 
to the best deal Expedia could 
offer for 5 nights at the Le 
Meridien, which was almost 
£l,400/€2,055 for two people, 
with flights fi-om Portugal direct 
to Paris. 

To take the Faro-Gatwick- 
Eurostar option, your starting 
point is the Eurostar web site, 
www.eurostar.com, which, if 
you choose your dates with care 
and book early, has some amaz- 
ing bargains for combined hotel 
and travel. There is an amazing 
choice of star rated hotels. 

When you make your booking 
either on line or by phone be sure 
to request ‘Leisure select’ which

Eurostar departure lounge is up- 
stairs, the rest of the formalities 
are quiek and effieient with no 
further need for presenting your 
passport on arrival. 

Le Meridien Montparnasse 

The Le Meridien Hotel we 
ehose to stay at was about 20 
minutes by taxi from the Eurostar 
station and very eonveniently 
situated by the Montparnasse 
railway station, where the high 
speed TGV trains depart for the 
South of Franee. Big hotels in 
eapital eities tend to be ‘bed fae- 
tories’ but this hotel despite its 
size offered a personal serviee 
and extremely well equipped 
rooms. 

Cheek-in was fast and friendly 
and we were in our room within a 
few minutes. We were on the 
15th floor and sensibly the lifts 
are divided between those serv- 
ing the first floors and those go- 
ing direetly to the higher floors, 
this saves a lot of time . The room 
was spaeious and immaeulately 
elean. Bathrobes and slippers 
were supplied and there was a 
turn down serviee in the evening 
along with ehoeolates on the pil- 


low, and the next day’s weather 
report, a niee toueh. The eable 
TV ineluded Sky News and BBC 
Prime as well as the inevitable 
Ameriean news ehannels. The 
bathroom was large with every 
imaginable faeility, in faet it was 
very diffieult to fault the room or 
serviee. 

The main restaurant was 
elosedduring our visit, whieh was 
disappointing as the menu 
looked exeellent. The alternative 
restaurant whieh served break- 
fast luneh and dinner is perhaps 
best deseribed as adequate, but 
within a eouple of hundred me- 
tres of the hotel there were many 
ehoiees of restaurant, fromtypi- 
eal Freneh bistros to Miehelin 
reeommended establishments 
and even a very good Thai restau- 
rant whieh serves one of the best 
green eurries as I have tasted for a 
long while. 

The metro station is just over 
the road and eombined with the 
terrifie value three-day metro 
pass you eanbe anywhere in een- 
tral Paris within a matter of min- 
utes for very little eost. 

This is a hotel we would have 


no hesitation in reeommending 
for the standard of its rooms 
serviee and eonvenienee. The 
hotel reeeption notieed that we 
weren’t members of the Pre- 
ferred Cuest programme and 
within two days we had been is- 
sued with a temporary member- 
ship number and eard, and as a 
result started earning loyalty 
points for our stay. It was a niee 
toueh, whieh eould have been 
easily ignored if we were not in- 
terested without eausing offenee, 
but whieh we weleomed. 
Disneyland Paris 

While the many museums, 
art galleries and other attrae- 
tions in Paris were of a univer- 
sally high standard, our visit to 
Disneyland Paris is worth a 
mention if only to say it is one 
of the least professional and 
badly run attraetions, and lets 
down on the otherwise high 
standards we experieneed. 

If you do not speak Freneh or 
are not F reneh you are elearly not 
weleome at Disneyland Paris, 
where the staff are offhand, dis- 
interested and unprofessional. 
It’s hard to imagine how an or- 


ganisation sueh as Disney ean get 
it so wrong. 

The list of eomplaints is too 
long to even think about publish- 
ing and all attempts to eontaet the 
press offiee while at the Park, and 
subsequently, have been ignored. 
They don’t answer telephones, 
respond to faxes or read e-mails. 
Even the numbers they publish 
ontheirwebsite are wrong, whieh 
seems to generally some up the 
whole attitude of Disneyland 
Paris: “We are not interested”. 

Also beware of buying Paris 
attraetion tiekets on-line. These 
pre-purehase offers, often earry 
a substantial serviee eharge for 
delivery to your hotel. 

One less than impressive expe- 
rienee was with a eompany ealled 
La Coneiergerie online at: 
www.eoneiergerie.eom. They 
were offering a eombined tieket, 
train and Disneyland entranee, 
whieh proved to have ended 
many months previously. A 
eomplaint was sent to La 
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Coneiergerie, but they denied 
everything, and were extremely 
unhelpful. Not even an apol- 
ogy. Interestingly they have 
now removed this offer from 


their site. 

Any tiekets you want ean be 
purehased direetly from your 
hotel or at the Metro station.
